THE year which ends next Wednesday is secure of its prominence in 
history as the year which at last saw the end of the 
—at all events in its greatest and most acute phases.

long War agony 
The year which 
return even of this qualified peace will always 
possess happy memories for the world. To the Jews of Western 
Europe and America, from whom the conflict claimed its sacrifices to 
the end, it has brought welcome surcease from sorrow, and it is with 
breasts full of thankfulness that they will celebrate this New Year's 
Day—the first for six years to be spent unshadowed by cruel and 
ruthless conflict. But though the clash of arms has ended on the 
main battle-fields, the year has remained to its final hours full of 
troubles and trials—the inevitable aftermath of a world-struggle. 
Indeed, for the greater part of the Jewish people peace has not even 
yet dawned. At more‘than one point Jews are being subjected to 
the worst that war brings—death, cruel atrocities, outrage, ruin— 
and worse than the worst, in so much as they have to bear the evil 
without means for defence. War still rages in Russia, though it be 
disguised as civil war, and Russian territory holds one of 
the largest aggregations of Jews in the world. The Russian 
muddle impose s upon the Russian Jew its uncertainties 
and its anguish, and the year ends for him, as for all inhabitants 
of that sorely-tried land, in terror and economic overthrow. 
Even elsewhere—in more enlightened spheres—the war leaves its 
ugly trail of suspicion and questioning, and to-day, standing on the 
threshold of 5680, we have no clear vision of the future. The end 
of the year finds the Jewish people, indeed, with the military 
burden which they have shared, lifted; but confronted with social 
amd racial problems of unparalleled intensity. We bid farewell to 
5679 with feelings not unmixed with deep gratitude. We enter the 
New Year with concern as to the record it may mark on the endless 
seroll of Time. 


The Year Abroad. 

IN the skein of foreign events it is the blood red thread that 
if most conspicuous. ‘5679 will go down to History as a Pogrom 
year. In Eastern Galicia, in Poland, in the Ukraine, outrage has 
heen heaped upon outrage, and the Jew has endured one of the 
bitterest periods in the long Diaspora. Week by week the JEWIsn 
CHRONICLE has contained detailed reports of atrocities, sometimes— 
as in the case of the Vilna Pogrom—ofiicially attested; and these 
need not now be repeated. At the impressive memorial service for 
the Jews of Poland, which was held at the Queen's Hall, London, the 
Chief Rabbi mentioned that since the armistice reports of revolting 
excesses had come from more than 130 towns in Poland. Recently 
in our own columns, the total of the Jews slain in the Ukraine has 
been put atthe terrifying figure of at least 40,000. The Ukraine 
authorities have at all events admitted the occurence of the Pogroms, 
pleading that they are the product of domestic chaos, and 
promising prevention and redress. But the Polish outbreaks 
it has been sought to conjure away with newspaper articles 
and official démentis. Unhappily the killing, the looting, the 
jailing, and—not least abominable—the forced labour are 
beyond all questioning, whatever exaggeration may have found‘its 
way to the public from over-excited or questionable sources. They 
are writ large in the desolation of the Jewish quarters. They are 
testified to by numerous witnesses—the latest among them the ‘dele- 
gates of the American Joint Distribution Committee—and supported 
by photographic records; and it is with the melancholy confidence 
that they will only secure further confirmation that we recall the facts 
that am American Mission of Enquiry, headed by Mr. MORGENTHAU, 
is already in Poland; while another, which includes Sir STvartT 
SAMUEL, Bart., has been despatched thither by the British Govern- 
ment. More recently the reports of outbreaks have become rarer, 
and the drastic steps announced by the Polish authorities will, 
it is devoutly to be hoped, put an end to: them altogether, But the 
conditions remain strained, the anxiety of Polish Jewry continueg 


acute, and the Jewish problem in Poland goes into the Peace time ag 


one of the most harassing of the many bequeathed ‘to our people by 
the past. 


Jews and Bolshevism. 

Tue excuse for much of the Polish and other hostility has been 
the supposed Bolshevism of the Jews. If Jewish old men have been 
tortured and Jewish girls dishonoured it has been, forsooth, because 
they preached the disruptive principles of the Bolshevist creed. 
Throughout the year, indeed, Jewish history has been coloured by 
this Bolshevist reproach, not only in Poland, but in Russia, in 
Hungary, even—let it be recorded with a deep sense of shame—in 
England. The enemies of Jewry—foolishly or treacherously assisted 
and encouraged by British Jews who should have known better, and 
most of whom now, we imagine, sincerely regret the ill-conceived 
action into which they were led—have gloried in what they 
have treasured as a new weapon of unusual potency. An attempt has 
been made to identify Jew with Bolsheyist, so that they. might 
come to be interchangeable terms. It was a cruel and wicked device. 
But the progress of the year reduced the legend to its true 
dimensions, and the Jewish Press lost no opportunity of setting the 
connection of a small minority of Jews in Russia with Bolshevism 
in its true perspective. In Russia, it became plain, some of the 
Executive offices were manned by Jews who had nursed sub- 
versive social doctrines while eating the bitter bread of banish- 
ment. But the bulk of the Jewish masses were opposed to 
Bolshevism and the Jewish bourgeoisie had been ruined by it, while 
in the Ukraine the Jews had taken an active part in its discomfiture. 
In Hungary the short-lived Bolshevist regime had been largely 
officered by Jews. But no evidence was ever given that they were 
in any way representative of the Jewish proletariat. Nevertheless, 
their brief spell of precarious power was sufficient to earn Hungarian 
Jewry contumely and®even open attack, and to help fasten the 
stigma of the Bolshevist terror on the whole race.

The League of Nations, 
JEWISH hopes have naturally centred in the Peace Conference, 


Paris saw the assembling of Jewish delegates from various European 


countries, as well as from the United States—as representative a 
gathering of Jews as has been seen for many a vear. Zionists, no 


less than those who had come to plead for Jewish liberties in the 
land of their birth, presented their claims, and nobody can deny that 
Jewish necessities have, for the 
exile, been pressed with comprehensiveness and persistency. 
the Zionist aspect we deal later on. On the 
Jewish rights the Conference has accepted what may fairly be 
regarded as a great Charter of Jewish liberties which. without 
amimitting the extreme demands for Jewish minority rights—one of 
the thorny problems of the Jewish delegates in Paris—vyield all in 
that direction that the political and social conditions of the Jews 
necessitate. That charter has been reluctantly agreed to by 
Poland, and the rights of the Jews of that Republic now rest on 
the solid basis of treaty law. The mew State of Czecho-Slovakia has 
likewise accepted the charter. But Rumania and Jugo-Slavia, 
at the moment of writing, refuse to consent to what they regard as 
an abrogation of their Sovereign power, the former, in addition,

pointing to the ineffective concessions which its Government 
has already promulgated of its own accord. That the Peace 
Conference will yield to this recalcitrance can hardly be believed. 


If Rumania is aggrieved at the protection by other Powers of its own 
subjects, it has only its own unhappy recordto blame; and it cannot 
be expected that the Peace Conference will break up without safe- 
guarding the freedom of the racial minorities—including not the 
Jews alone—in the small States of Eastern Europe. Meanwhile, until 
the Peace Conference imsists upon this Treaty protection being agreed 
to all round, the fate of millions of Jews remains obscure and undeter- 
mined. Nobody can say under what sovereignty the Jewish masses in 
the Ukraine are to pass, or what is to happen to the Jews of the new 
Baltic States, or to their brethren in Turkey and the old Balkan States. 
The year ends indeed with the de&tiny of more than half of the race 
once more in the melting pot, and with nobody in a position to say 
how the grave economic problem which the plight of these unhappy 
people presents is to be solved, Nor is the outlook in Germany and 
what remains of Austria any too clear—the anti-Semitic matterings 
in these countries are ominous. The one glimmer of light in the 
darkness—apart from Jewish Nationalist aspirations—is to be found 
in the League of Nations: and Jews who care about the future and 
feel for the world as well as for their own flesh and blood, will bend 
every effort to make of this international partnership a great 
instrument of human deliverance, 


The Year at Home. 


IN domestic Anglo-Jewish affairs, the year 5679 has been a 
disturbed one. War has sown the usual tares of chauvinism 
and anti-Jewish prejudice. One London newspaper in par- 
ticular has been conspicuous in a sustained anti-Jewish propa. 
ganda, which has had as its text the supposed Bolshevism 
of the Jews—a libel to which we have already referred. 
Unhappily in this campaign it has derived encouragement, 


to which also we have already called attention, from the injudicious 
letter addressed to its columns by ten prominent members of the 
Anglo-Jewish community—an inglorious communication which will 
fill future generations with shame. Thus Anglo-Jewry, instead of 
presenting a united front to common dangers, has its very being 
menaced by partisan leagues and factions,. petty ambitions and 
miserable enmities, the work of a small section inspired in the main 
by those who fail to recognise the new democratic spirit which is 
successfully asserting itself in Jewish, as in so many other affairs of 
the world. Perhaps the most fitting comment upon these internal 
conditions came towards the end of the year with the conferment of a 
knighthood upon the noterious conversionist LEON LEVISON (to whom 
some leading men in the Community rendered their patronage and 
then. felt compelled to withdraw it) for services rendered to the 
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Jewish cause! This Jovian shaft—the stroke, one would almost 
believe, of a master satirist—would awaken a less complacent com- 
munity to a sense of the futility of its own life. Whenthe Sovereign 
can think of no Jews upon whom to confer the _ royal 
favour for worthy and true Jewish work, then the time 
must surely have arrived for the Community to pull itself 
out of the slough of decadence and triviality, and try to live on a more 
exalted plane of sentiment and practical endeavour. A companion 
omen to the Levrson knighthood may perhaps be found in the fresh 
anti-clien movement to which the new Orderin Council has been flung 
asa morse! to goon with. What the effect of this restrictionist strin- 
gency, both here and in America, is likely to be upon the devastated 
Jewries of Eastern Europe, we do not know. Meanwhile, it was 
satisfactory to see the further strengthening of the Deputies of British 
Jews during the year by the inclusion of important democratic 
elements, while the election, as one of its Vice-Presidents, of 
Mr. ANTHONY Df ROTHSCHILD, was welcomed chiefly in the hope that 
it may serve to knit certain communal elements more closely 
together and bring the recalcitrant section to some sense of what the 
demands of the Community make upon every well-disposed Jew, If 
that should be so ‘twere well. 


The Jewish War Memorial. 

THe religious domain has, despite the discouragement and dis- 
cord to which we have alluded, shown sigus of a growing conscious- 
ness of the position during the year. There has been a recog- 
nition that things are not as they should be, and a realisation that 
new methods must be prepared for the new times if worse is not to 
befall, In the opening davs of 5679 came a strident note of warning 
from the Crier RABBI on the subject of inter-marriage, and Ministers 
were instructed to sound the alarm in their sermons on Kippur Day. 
Whether anything came of that move has not transpired. A more 
practical religious step was initiated with the launching of the Great 
Jewish War Memorial Scheme. This, if it should be carried through, 
may well prove helpful in restoring some of the ebbing vitality of 
Judaism in this country, the aim being to support religious educa- 
tion, reconstruct our ecclesiastical organisation on the devolutionist 
principle, and make the profession of Minister a better paid one and 
more attractive than hitherto to voung men of refinement and 
minbition. At the moment, however, the scheme seems to be 
fog-bound in a great wordy debate as to whether or not one 
element in it—the removal of Jews’ College to one of the University 
towns —would be advantageous. It would be a tragedy if the single 
constructive proposal that has been broached for generations on a 
scale cominensftrate with our needs, a proposal touched with live 
coal from the altars of imagination and enthusiasm, should be lost 
through the traditional diseases of wrangling and verbosity. 
Judaism in England is in dire need of something that will stem its 
progressive decay. That is the warning of the dying year. It is for 
5680 to seize with alacrity the legacy of the War Memorial which 
5679 bequeaths to it. 


— 


Institutional. 

COMING to details, there have been few new synagogues opened 
during the year, or institutions definitely launched. Among the 
latter—if one may call it a new institution—was the consecration of 
the Jewish Hospital. This successful development of a much 
criticised object formed a pleasing testimony to the grit and deter- 
mination of the Jewish masses, and wasas gratifying on that account as 
it was by reason of the prospect held out by it of valuable and humane 
work. Another proposal which entered the fait accompli stage was 
that for the benefit of Jewish soldiers. It took the shape of a Council 
of Jewish Welfare, and united the efforts—happy augury—of several 
movements already engaged in sucl! work. The reconstruction of 
the Deputies of British Jews has already been referred to; it was 
marked by a discussion on the admission of money-lenders to the 
membership, which was wisely settled by refusing the proposed bar. 
The Jewish Religious Education Board succeeded after much labour 


“~in collecting £3,000, though the congratulations offered on its 
- success look a little misplaced in view of its own needs and the 


oommunity’s real resources. An internal crisis in the Shechita 
Board, which led to a change in the presidency, and the election of 
Mr. ANTHONY DE ROTHSCHILD as President of the Jews’ Hospital and 
Orphan Asylum, are among the few noteworthy features of the 
institutional year. 


Personal. 
THE year, anxious as it was for Jews as a whole, and seamed 
with catastrophe, brought many honours to individual Jews—no 
uncommon phenomenon in our history. Several of our people took 
prominent part in the work of the Peace Conference; including 
Mr. Klotz (the French Finance Minister) and Mr. Edwin Montagu, 
and the signatures of these gentlemen appear on the Peace Treaty 
with Germany—the latter (as Secretary of State) representing India. 
Lord Reading terminated his Ambassadorial Mission to the United 
States, and the conclusion of a remarkable diplomatic episode brought 
widespread appreciation to this distinguished Jew. Equally warm was 
the welcome accorded in London to the Jewish military leader, General 
Sir John Monash, at the endofthe war. Mr. Herbert Samuel success- 
fully carried out his task as British Special Commissioner to 
Belgium, ii connection with Belgian reconstruction, and it is 
worth noting that the French Republic deputed a Jew, Mr. 
Kahn, to represent it as Minister Plenipotentiary in Siam. At 
the General Election in this country eleven Jews were returned 
as compared with the sixteen who sat in the last Parliament. 
Two Jews figured in the reconstructed Ministry—the Hon. Edwin 
Montagu, as Secretary of State for India, and Sir Alfred Mond as First 
Commissioner of Works. Several were the recipients of the 
Royal favour, knighthoods being conferred upon Mr. Israel Gollancz, 
Mr. Arthur Lucas, and Mr. Joseph Duveen. Other were honoured 
by fellow citizens or foreign governments. Mr. Herbert Samuel, for 
instance, was appointed Grand Officer of the Order of Leopold by 


the Belgian Government for services rendered to Belgium. The 


- 


Order of Leopold was also conferred for war services upon Mr. 
Harry L. Hayman. Mr. Solomon J. Solomon, R.A., was elected 
President of the Royal Society of British Artists, and Dr.’ Weizmann 
received the distinction of the LL.D. degree from Manchester 
University—an apt recognition of the Zionist leader's associa. 
tion with the proposal to establish a University in Jerusalem. Abroad 
several Jews have held high office. Dr. Preuss, for instance, the 
framer of the new German Constitution, was included in the German 
Revolutionary Government as Minister of the Interior. Another Jew, 
Mr. Julius Deutsch, became Under-Secretary for War in German. 
Austria. Italy, the classic home of Jewish liberty, appointed 
a coreligionist, Mr. Mortara, the son of the late Chief Rabbi 
of Mantua, to be Minister of Justice. In the clerical spheres 
we may note the appointment of Mr. Israel Lévi as Grand Rabbin 
of France, and the bestowal of the Commandership of the 
Order of Leopold II. on our own Chief Rabbi. Dr. Hertz, who 
was widely congratulated on the completion of twenty-five years in the 
Rabbinate, was also honoured by the Jewish Theological Seminary 
of America, with the degree of Doctor of Hebrew Literature 
(Honoris Causa). But the personal note that most stirred Jews 
during the year was the celebration of his seventieth birthday by 
Dr. Max Nordau. The chorus of mingled affection and admiration 
which the event called forth testified to the strength of the hold 
which this veteran champion of the Jewish cause has gained on the 


‘ imagination and the gratitude of his coreligionists, 


Obituary. 
THE death roll of the year has, happily, been shorter than usual, 


though the names of several ¥ell-known Jews and Jewesses figure 


on it. Among them are the Dowager Lady Swaythling, a loyal and 
true Jewess; Rabbi Moses Abrahams, the respected minister of the 
Leeds Congregation; Mr. Benjamin Kisch, a valued communal 
worker; the Rev. David Wasserzug, the much esteemed minister of 
the Dalston Synagogue; Rabbi Dagutsky, of Manchester; Col. Francis 
Lucas, a communal worker; Mrs. Moses Zangwill, the mother of 
a band of brilliant brothers; Mr. “Ben” Nathan, the talented actor ; 
Mr. Henry Hymans, a worker of old standing in the Community ; 
Mr. Alfred I. Haldinstein, J.P.; the Rey. Jacob First, minister 
of the Edinburgh Congregation; Mr. Matthias Levy, an authority 
on Victorian Jewry; Mr. Henry Duveen, the art connoisseur; 
Mr. H, G. Meyer, who did much for the Lads’ Club move- 
ment; and Lord Michelham, the well-known banker. Abroad, 
more than one Jew of European, and sometimes world, note has 
passed away.

Zionism. 

WE have reserved the story of the Zionist year to the last, for, 
wax the controversy never so loud, the last word remains with the 
instinctive and historic aspiration of the Jew—his Nationalist 
strivings—and to that all things return in the final resort. During 
the year just ended, the Zionist leaders presented their formal 
proposals to the Peace Conference, though the wonderful function was 
marred by the scarcely veiled hostility of one of the spokesmen 
chosen by the French Government—an incident which seemed to 
sum up in a few minutes the whole tragedy of the Jewish annals. 
The cause has had its helpers and its thwarters during the year— 
some of the latter open, some of them concealed. President Wilson 
has blesséd it, in slightly enigmatic phrase; the Chimese Govern. 
ment has done 50, unequivocally. Mr. Balfour lent it further 
countenance by his preface to the first volume of Mr. Sokolow’'s 
History of the Movement, and Mr. Pichon has added his word of 
approval to the second volume issued a few days ago—we' publish 
a translation of the French Foreign Minister's words.elsewhere in 
this issue. British Jewry sent a notable petition in favour of the move- 
ment to the Peace Conference, bearing as many as 70,000 signatures ; 
and Sir Alfred Mond added to his other services to Zionism by 
a generous gift of £25,000 for the purchase of land in Palestine. A 
further appeal for funds was made, but the result has not yet been 
published, Definitely unfavourable features of the situation were the 
endeavour at one time to promote Maltese settlements in Palestine, 
and the hostile attitude of British representatives in that country. 
The latter were repudiated, however, by the Home Government, who 


‘reiterated their Zionist sympathies, and proclaimed the famous 


Declaration a chose jugée, upon which there can be no going back. 
There has, however, been uneasiness and doubt within the move- 
ment itself. This has been engendered partly by the failure to reveal 
ahything concrete as having been obtained since the issue of the 
Declaration; and it has not been lessened by the lack of information, 
not only as to how the British Government interpret that statement 
of policy, but how it has been interpreted in the actual proposals to 
the Peace Conference of the Zionists themselves. Still, the words of 
the brilliant leader of the movement, uttered in the course of an 


- interview published in the JEWish CHRONICLE, remain: he is striving 


for the creation of conditions which will render Palestine as Jewish, 
as England is English. And there remains, too, the promise of Great 
Britain, and that will never be cast aside or dishonoured. So that, 
though the year ends with a note of concern for Zionism, and the 
dream, so long cherished, so long apparently on the threshold of 
realisation, goes forward into the New Year still a dream, the hope 
of its fulfilment is not alone undiminished, it has grown perceptibly 
robuster. We take with us the inspiriting dictum of the British 
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Premier, in his reply to a Jewish deputation in Manchester, that the 
fulfilment of the historic hopes of the Jew is an essential corollary 
to the necessary enfranchisement of the oppressed peoples of the 
Near East.

Zionist Policy,

Anti-Semitism and Business Honesty. 

We readily find space for the sermon of the Rev. A. Conrn, of 
Birmingham, on the question of anti-Semitism, in the hope that it may 
help to elucidate agrave problem. But that is not to say that we agree 
with the main propositions Mr. Cou#EN lays down. In particular we 
do not in the least see eye to eye with the preacher when he accepts the 
argument recently advanced bya writerinthe Westminster Gazette, that 
the real reason for anti-Semitism is the Jew’s greater readiness to 
take advantage, in business, of a man’s weakness. Mr, COHEN thinks 
that the journalist referred to could quote passage after passage 
from newspaper reports to prove his assertion.

case this is justification for supposing that “there is some degree of 
veracity in the charge that the average Jew is not absolutely 
straightforward,” then the same inference would have to be drawn 
from the record of non-Jewish misdemeanours. In reality, the 
deduction would be as illogical in the one instance as in the other, 
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If these could have had a united 


and it is extremely unwise in both to draw conclusions about the 
“average ” for individual instances of turpitude. We quite appre- 
ciate Mr. COHEN'S desire to lay bare the actual facts; but if Mr. ConEN 
had had experience of the average Jew and non-Jew at close 
business quarters, he would hardly have judged by the generalisa- 
tions which he gives us. The business Jew may often be more 
keen and more ambitious, but it would take much more than a few 
newspaper reports, dressed out in suitable headlines, to convince us 
that he is less scrupulous. Indeed, we should say that the average 
Jew is too good a business man not to recognise the truth of the old 
saw that honesty is the best policy.’ We would add, however, our 
complete agreement with what Mr. COHEN says of the “ camouflaged 
Jew.” He is absolutely right in his contention that we will have 
less anti-Semitism when we are more Jewish. It is against the 
sham non-Jew rather than at the real Jew, following the splendid 
injunctions of his creed, that the lightnings of anti-Semitism flash 


Educating Jewish Chi'dren as Jews. 


THE proceedings at the Conference of the Union of Hebrew and 
Religion Classes, held last Sunday, do not make cheerful reading, 
They reflect the sad condition of neglect into which Jewish instruc- 
tion has fallen, and the apathy (and worse) which afflicts too many 


members of the Community. Much food for anxious thought was 
provided by Mr. AuGustTuUs KAHN in the paper which he read to the 
Conference. The communal conscience must especially be disturbed 
by his reference to the growing practice among wealthy Jewish 
parents of sending their sons to the great Christian public boarding 
schools where they are trained under the wgis of a faith alien to 
their own—schools most of them founded for the specific purposes of 
Christian training. It is difficult adequately to condemn the mixture 
of wicked snobbery and arrant paganism which leads Jews to a step 
so callous and cruel to their offspring. It is time this evil 
were enquired into and a systematic campaign undertaken to 
diminish it. Weare not surprised that in the debate which followed 
Mr. KAnN’'S paper, opinions seemed to crystallise into the conviction 
that Jewish day schools were an urgent necessity. We have over and 
over again declared our belief that only in Jewish schools, where a 
completely Jewish education is provided, where specifically Jewish 
subjects are part of the regular curriculum of studies, and where the 
young imbibe every day, year in and year out, an atmosphere of 
Jewishness, can there be any hope of rearing a worthy Jewish Com- 
munity. To provide such denominational schools, so that all classes 
among the Community could benefit by them, would necessitate large 
sums of money; for these schools should be models of the highest 
cducational efliciency. But they are needed, not alone for the masses, 
they are equally needed for the classes; and before we can 
hope te see them established we must look to a change of heart 
in the better-placed among us which will cause them to recognise the 
wrong they are doing to their children by denying them a Jewish 
education. This, in turn, means a Jewish renaissance in a Com.- 
munity that for years has had assimilation set before it as an ideal 
to which many of those who occupy leading places in it have pledged 
their public lives. 


The Leeds Rabbinate. 


THERE will be much appreciation of the manner in which the 
Great Synagogue, Leeds, is setting about the duty of appointing a 
successor to the lamented Rabbi Moses ABRAHAMS. With a broad- 
minded wisdom which might well be copied elsewhere, the task is 
not being confined to the.actual members of the synagogue but all 
the congregations in the city are to be taken into consultation upon 
the matter. This is something of a departure in Jewish affairs, but it 
shows a due appreciation of the importance to all Leeds Jewry as to the 
whole Community of the post which is to be filled, and of the status 
of a Minister who is really to represent not one congregation but all. 
We congratulate Mr. V. LiGuTMAN, J.P., and bis colleagues on a step 
which. is very different from the Chevraism that has been such a 
curse to our people, and we hope ‘that their statesmanlike example 
will inform the conduct of affairs in other congregations. When 
Jews begin to discuss their synagogal matters from a wider stand- 
point than that of their own particular place of worship, they will ba 
half-way on the road to the solution of many of their difficulties. 
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Jewish cause! This Jovian shaft—the stroke, one would almost 
believe, of a master satirist—would awaken a less complacent com- 
munity to a sense of the futility of its own life. Whenthe Sovereign 
can think of no Jews upon whom to confer the royal 
favour for worthy and true Jewish work, then the _ time 
must surely have arrived for the Community to pull itself 
out of the slough of decadence and triviality, and try to live on a more 
exalted plane of sentiment and practical endeavour, A companion 
omen to the Levison knighthood may perhaps be found in the fresh 
anti-alien movement to which the new Orderin Council hasbeen flung 
asa morsel to goon with, What the effect of this restrictionist strin- 
gency, both here and in America, is likely to be upon the devastated 
Jewries of Eastern Europe, we do not know.

The Jewish War Memorial.

It would be a tragedy if the single 
constructive proposal that has been broached for generations on a 
scale commensftrate with our needs, a proposal touched with live 
coal from the altars of imagination and enthusiasm, should be lost 
through the traditional diseases of wrangling and verbosity. 
Judaism in England isin dire need of something that will stem its 
progressive decay. That is the warning of the dying year. It1is for 
5680 to seize with alacrity the legacy of the War Memorial which

latter—if one may call it a new institution—was the consecration of 
the Jewish Hospital. This successful development of a much 
criticised object formed a pleasing testimony to the grit and deter- 
mination of the Jewish masses, and wasas gratifying on that account as 
it was by reason of the prospect held out by it of valuable and humane 
work. Another proposal which entered the fait accompli stage was 
that for the benefit of Jewish soldiers. It took the shape of a Council 
of Jewish Welfare, and united the efforts—happy augury—of several 
movements already engaged in sucl work. The reconstruction of 
the Deputies of British Jews has already been referred to; it was 
marked by a discussion on the admission of money-lenders: to the 
membership, which was wisely settled by refusing the proposed bar. 
The Jewish Religious Education Board suceeceded after much labour 
in collecting £3,000, though the congratulations offered on its 
success look a little misplaced in view of its own needs and the 
Community's real resources. An internal crisis in the Shechita 
Board, which led to a change in the presidency, and the election of 
Mr. ANTHONY DE ROTHSCHILD as President of the Jews’ Hospital and 
Orphan Asylum, are among the few noteworthy features of the 
institutional year.

Mr. Zangwill on Dr, Nordau. 

Mr. ZANGWILL and others paid cloquent tribute to Dr. NorDAU 
last Monday, and thus repeated those sentiments of admiration and 
love for one of the greatest of living Jews which have already been 
voiced in the JewisH CHRONICLE. Mr. ZANGWILL quite properly 
insisted on the folly which banished so brilliant and strenuous a 
champion of the Allies’ ideals from Paris, instead of enlisting his 
genius in the defence of the HEntente cause. But this is only 
part of the senseless Chauvinism which makes so much 
misery in the world, and which is as much akin to worthy 
patriotism as is water unto wine. The French, however, if they 
did not do the wise and practical thing, succeeded in illustrating 
the irony of the Jewish fragedy; for the rejected of France became 
the welcomed of Spain, of which all Jewry was once the rejected. 
Nor does the irony of it all end with Dr. Norpau’s banishment from 
France. Could anything more Puck-like be conceived than that at 
the moment when the services of a great soul are imperiously needed 
to help in the restoration of Jews to Palestine, he should be confined 
—even if welcomed—-in the land which once drove our people from 
out of its borders? We are glad that there is a prospect, according 
to Mr. ZANGWILL, of Dr. NoRDAU coming to England, for his exalted 
confidence in Jews and their future will be gladly welcomed by bis 
fellow-workers in the great cause. ' 


Zionist Policy, | 

Mr. ZANGWILL was outspoken in his criticism of present 
Zionist policy, and it. is imteresting to. observe the agreement 
that subsists in his speech and the article contributed to 
our columns by “A Jewish Nationalist” which we published 
a fortnight ago. Mr. ZANGWILL, like the writer to whom we refer, 
condemned the understating of Jewish needs and, still worse, Jewish 
ability. But we should be surprised to learn that any representative 
Zionists have ridiculed the idea that Jews can, in due time and with 
the necessary conditions first obtained, build and control a Jewish 
State in Palestine. It is not even in accord with notorious facts 
to put forward such a proposition ; for the services of Jews are being 
freely enlisted and given in the building of States all over 
the world. The first condition of Jewish Nationalist success 
is given the rightful political status, faith in our own people; 
once that is lost, the cause will be surely lost wrth it. 
And the primal meaning of Zionism is precisely a proclamation of 
this faith as opposed to the lack of it which is the basis of anti- 
Zionist fears and doubts. Mr. ZANGWLLL’S criticism of Zionist policy, 
at points sharp and trenchant, was, we have no doubt, well-meant in 
service of the cause, and we have not the remotest reason to doubt 
that alike observation applies to the writer in our columns of a week 
or two ago who also subjected the policy to not very gentle handling. 
For our part we do not deprecate such criticism, because we believe 
that if honestly made, it is the best tonic for a public movement, 
But those who are disposed thus to view the Zionist position must 
allow—as we always ourselves endeavour to—for the enormous 
difficulties—essential and artificial—that have confronted. Dr, 
WEIZMANN and his colleagues. 
Jewry at their back in support of them, instead of a portion of 
Jewry seeking constantly to stab them in that region, who can say that 
the position that by now would have been created would not have 
been much more favourable? Zionists are being compelled to build 
the foundations of the new National Home in the manner in which 
their forbears built the walls of Jerusalem, with one hand bearingarms

Anti-Semitism and Business Honesty. 

WE readily find space for the sermon of the Rev. A. COHEN, of 
Birmingham, on the question of anti-Semitism, in the hope that it may 
help to elucidate agrave problem. Butthat is not to say that we agree 
with the main propositions Mr. COHEN lays down. In particular we 
do not in the least see eye to eye with the preacher when he accepts the 
argument recentlyadvanced bya writerinthe Westminster Gazette, that 
the real reason for anti-Semitism is the Jew’s greater readiness to 
take advantage, in business, of a man’s weakness. Mr, COHEN thinks 
that the journalist referred to could quote passage after passage 
from newspaper reports to prove his assertion. What the news- 
paper reports would really show, on the contrary, is that a number 
of Jews, like a number of non-Jews, are not all that they should be 
in business and other relations; and if Mr. CoHEN thinks that in one 
case this is justification for supposing that “there is some degree of 
veracity in the charge that the average Jew is not absolutely 
straightforward,” then the same inference would have to be drawn 
from the record of non-Jewish misdemeanours. In reality, the 
deduction would be as illogical in the oné instance as in the other, 
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If these could have had a united 


and it is extremely unwise in both to draw conclusions about the 
“average ” for individual instances of turpitude. We quite appre- 
ciate Mr. COHEN'S desire to lay bare the actual facts; but if Mr. Conen 
had had experience of the average Jew and non-Jew at close 
business quarters, he would hardly have judged by the generalisa- 
tions which he gives us. The business Jew may often be more 
keen and more ambitious, but it would take much more than a few 
newspaper reports, dressed out in suitable headlines, to convince us 
that he is less scrupulous. Indeed, we should say that the average 
Jew is too good a business man not to recognise the truth of the old 
saw “that honesty is the best policy.’ We would add, however, our 
complete agreement with what Mr. COHEN says of the “ camouflaged 
Jew.” He is absolutely right in his contention that we will have 
Jess anti-Semitism when we are more Jewish. It is against the 
sham non-Jew rather than at the real Jew, following the splendid 
injunctions of his creed, that the lightnings of anti-Semitism flash 


Educating Jewish Chi'dren as Jews. 


THE proceedings at the Conference of the Union of Hebrew and 
Religion Classes, held last Sunday, do not make cheerful reading, 
They reflect the sad condition of neglect into which Jewish instruc- 
tion has fallen, and the apathy (and worse) which afflicts too many 


members of the Community. Much food for anxious thought was 
provided by Mr. AUuGusTUS KAHN in the paper which he read to the 
Conference. The communal conscience must especially be disturbed 
by his reference to the growing practice among wealthy Jewish 
parents of sending their sons to the great Christian public boarding 
schools where they are trained under the wgis of a faith alien to 
their own—schools most of them founded for the specific purposes of 
Christian training. It is difficult adequately to condemn the mixture 
of wicked snobbery and arrant paganism which leads Jews to a step 
so callous and cruel to their offspring. It is time this evil 
were enquired into and a systematic campaign undertaken fo 
diminish it. Weare not surprised that in the debate which followed 
Mr. KAMN’S paper, opinions seemed to crystallise into the conviction 
that Jewish day schools were an urgent necessity. We have over and 
over again declared our belief that only in Jewish schools, where a 
completely Jewish education is provided, where specifically Jewish 
subjects are part of the regular curriculum of studies, and where the 
young imbibe every day, year in and year out, an atmosphere of 
Jewishness, can, there be any hope of rearing a worthy Jewish Com- 
munity. To provide such denominational schools, so that all classes 
among the Community could benefit by them, would necessitate large 
sums of money; for these schools should be models of the highest 
educational efliciency, 
they are equally needed for the classes; and before we can 
hope to see them established we must look to a change of heart 
in the-better-placed among us which will cause them to recognise the 
wrong they are doing to their children by denying them a Jewish 
education. This, in turn, means a Jewish renaissance in a Com- 
munity that for years has had assimilation set before it as an ideal 
to which many of those who occupy leading places in it have pledged 
their public lives. 


The Leeds Rabbinate. 


THERE will be much appreciation of the manner in which the 
Great Synagogue, Leeds, is setting about the duty of appointing a 
successor to the lamented Rabbi Moses ABRAHAMS. With a broad- 
minded wisdom which might well be copied elsewhere, the task is 
not being confined to the.actual members of the synagogue but all 
the congregations in the city are to be taken into consultation upon 
the matter. This is something of a departure in Jewish affairs, but it 
shows a due appreciation of the importance to all Leeds Jewry as to tha 
whole Community of the post which is to be filled, and of the status 
of a Minister who is really to represent not one congregation but all, 
We congratulate Mr, V. LIGHTMAN, J.P., and his colleagues on a step 
which is very different from the Chevraism that has been such a 
curse to our people, and we hope that their statesmanlike example 
will inform the conduct of affairs in other congregations. When 
Jews begin to discuss their synagogal matters from a wider stand- 
point than that of their own particular place of worship, they will ba 
half-way on the road to the solution of many of their difficulties.

THE PASSING YEAR. 


By Mentor. 


T were futility for anyone living to attempt to estimate the year and 
its events which will close on Wednesday next. To do so would be 
as reasonable as to essay in advance the biography of an infant in its 
cradle. For the year that is sinking back into the horizon of eternity 

will be marked for ever as an epochal one. It saw the official ending of 
one of the greatest struggles, one of the worst, one of the most wide. 
spread in which man has been engaged with man. The clash of arms, 
in which Europe (and many another part of the world) was engaged 
for four long years, was the ending of an era and the beginning of 
another. What that other era will prove to be, how it will shape, 
what it will make, not even a prophet would venture to foretell. 
For it will be marked as an era born out of volcanic human eruption, 
propelled upon the path of time by a force the impact of which will 
be felt for generations and which will affect centuries. Only when the 
world is more than a century older than it is, will it be feasible, with any- 
thing approaching the possibility of accuracy, to gauge the happenings 
that are shaking the world to its very foundations. Out of it there will 
come a new state of affairs, which will change the face of all the earth, 
let us hope, for better. But no-one can be sure that it will not be for 
worse ; and all we know is that the change is in process. 


For the Jew. 

The direction in which, and the extent to which, the war and the 
peace which will make the now-passing year for ever memorable, will 
affect our people, it is just as difficult to foresee as is the general result of 
the world-convulsion- 


the after-tremors of which are now sounding in out 
ears. We strain our eyes, wistfully peering into the future of the Jewish 
people. But the vista that opens before us is beclouded, and our sight 
carries not very far. Yet, what our eyes cannot see, our souls can discern. 
And out of the blood and the ruin, the misery and the torture of more 
than four years of carnage and of death, we Jews can perceive in 
hope and in faith—and in charity—-that a new world and a new 
era are opening out for us in the wonder-working of history's web, as it is 
being woven in these strenuous days. We can see the beginnings of that 
return of Jews of all but of their national 
status in the land that is sacred to us because it bears indelible memories 
of Israel a nation. 


not Jews some Jews—to 
vents, circumstances, and conditions have so shaped 
themselves that the people without a land are already, in the minds of 
the multitude, re-settied in the land known throughout long ages as the 
land without a people. They are already building up gradually from 
small beginnings the edifice of a National Heme for our people which 
for ever will be a crown of glory—moulded as it is out of those three 
traditional crowns which our people have proudly: worn throughout their 
exile, and which have been to them at once a prophylactic against their 
social ills and an inspiration and encouragement in their national and 
religious aspirations. And we Jews can perceive, too, that the long, 
long day of anti-Jewish differentiation by States, in which Jews 
are loyal citizens, is melting awa@y—falling back into the hight of 
oblivion, of things forgotten by man, because to remember them 
were his shame. Thus, for the Diasporetic Jew, as for the 
Jewish Nationalist, the year that is closing ends on a note albeit 
subdued and not too clear, still, to the discerning, isa note of Hope for the 
Jew, of faith in Judaism, and of worthy charity—in the true sense of that 
much maligned expression—afforded to him at last by the nations among 
whom his lot is cast. 


Paris and Palestine. 


And this has to be said, 
look which the condition of our brethren, 
Europe, presents to us at this very 
may have ended, but War continues. Caught by fate in the very 
centre of the mielstrom which has been swirling around a whole 
Continent in the cataclysmic upheaval of these last years, these 
poor people, tried by the horrors and the wickedness of a Tsardom, 
which, thank Heaven, is crushed and pulverised, let us hope, beyond the 
possibility of a revival, are now suffering the pangs of hell in the chaos 
and the disorderthat have supervened. That anti-Semitism of the active 
and brutal sort and not merely the’ theoretic and _ tantalising 
kind, is rife and has reached even to Gentral Europe; that pogroms 
occur with the regularity of a watchman taking to his beat: that 
an aggregation of Jews here is pitched into exile 
warning and an aggregation there is drowned in its own blood 
by ruthless hooliganism; that the Jew who, as has abundantly been 
proved, was forced, in many a country, by the unfair manipulation of 
conscription to take his undue share of the burden of battle, is jeered at 
now for his pains as unpatriotic and disloyal—these are the everyday 
happenings, marking the aftermath of the harvest of evil, the seeds of 
which were sown by the war. 
Palestine, the Jew has. -They are as brands plucked from the burning of 
the years of devouring fire—Paris, which has set an end to the 
differentiating by nations against the Jew, because a Jew; Palestine. 
which shines for him more brightly than ever to-day, as the age-long 
beacon of hope in the realisation of his ideal of [syael as a nation. 


Jews as Chauvinists. 


But it is not the Jew in Eastern Europe alone who is suffering from 
War’s aftermath. The Jew in Western Europe is affected, too. Perhaps 
his suffering is, in fact, the more acute because, unlike his brother in, 
say, what once was Russia and is now Poland, his suffering is not of the 
inaterial kind, or of the corporeal sort.

attitude of mind, resulting in a warped view of Judaism and a twisted 
idea of the world-position of the Jew. Here in England, brothers of 
ours so afflicted have been showing alarming symptoms of the ill from 
which they are suffering. It is a moral complaint which, like certain bodily 
ailments, finds its most ready victims among the materially prosperous 
and the (conventionally-speaking) well-placed. So that we in Anglo-Jewry 
find ourselves at the closing hours of the epochal year which is now 
passing, entering upon a New Year with our Community threatened with 
the infection of this tiresome, and occasionally dangerous, complaint, 
This is, perhaps, not the most fitting time to explain the cause and the 
prognosis of this communal trouble. But there can be little doubt that 
it is a war disease aggravated by certain inherent qualities in 
those affected. War always breeds Chanvinism, which is patriotism 
gone bad; or, to adopt the telling language of the poet Lowell, 
is “ like a peach that's got the yallers with the meanness bustin’ out.”’ 
It is Chauvinism—English not Jewish Chauvinism, of course—which has 
affected certain weaklings in our Community, and they are exhibiting the 
well-recognised signs of the distressing malady. Their dislike of foreigners 
is far more intense than is that of the average Englishman, even when 
the most degrading passions of international dislike seize him. For the 
Jew, when he assimilates to or imitates his surroundings exaggerates 


the less amiable characteristics of those surroundings almost to the point 
of parody. 


The “Constant Compromise.”’ 

So much does the dislike of the foreigner fill these fellow-Jews to 
whom I am alluding that they resent everything of the Jew about the 
Englishman, and worship everything they can find of the Englishman 
about the Jew. But none the less, they themselves remain Jews as they 
tell us religiously; and (in a sense) they do. They draw the line of their 
apostasy, which they indulge in every other respect, at Religion, and they 
remain Jews religionsly—according to their Hghts. And because they 
are Jews, only religiously —because as it is, at best 
begins at the synagogue doors which they so scldom enter, and ends there

with their occasional visits, their lives are cast in a constant compromise 
between their position as Jewsand their positionas Englishmen. And this 
compromise in turn leads in their case, as every

Their one ideal is to appear to be English, despite their

Macaulay’s Sophism.”’ 

We reject, proclaimed one of this class of Jew recently, as Macaulay 
rejected long ago the sophism—as he called it-—the anti-Semitic 
sophism—that an English Jew looks on a Dutch or Portuguese Jew 
as his countryman and on an English Christian as a stranger. But 
Macaulay might have called that sentence by a harsher name 
than a sophism. He would have been well within the truth if he had 
called it mere trash verbiage. The English Jew of course does not look 
upon the Portuguese or Dutch Jew living in Portugal or Holland as his 
* countryman,’’ nor upon an English Christian as a" He does 
not, because the Portuguese or Dutch Jew is not his ** countryman ’’--he 
inhabits a different country— while the English Christian is not a ‘‘stranger’’ 
because he is not strange to him. But the true English Jew does look 
upon the Dutch or Portuguese Jew as his brother—blood of his blood and 
flesh of his flesh, and he does not look upon the English Christian or the 
non-Jewish Englishman, whatever his creed may be—or if he has no 
creed at all—in a like manner. Yet there is no reason in the world 


stranger.’ 


why an English Jew, who pays some regard to the elemental 
facts of ethnic philosophy, and consequently refuses to acclaim 
as brother in flesh and blood one of another race although of the 


same political nationality, while acclaiming as brother in flesh and blood 
a fellow-Jew although of a different political nationality—there is no 
reason why he should be denied his civic and political rights in the 
country of which he is citizen. It is mere moonshine to think that his 
peavticular.cegard for his Jewish brother of another political nationality is 
jn prejudice or detriment to the proper and loyal exercise of his political 
rights as an Englishman. The fact is, as has well been said, there were 
two Macaulays—a rational Macaulay who was generally wrong and a 
romantic Macaulay who was almost invariably right. In the words thag 
I have quoted, and which Jews of the recalcitrant class to which I have 
referred are so fond of faithfully repeating as their creed, Macaulay was 
endeavouring to be rational and succeeded in being wrong. 


The vil Twin.” 

This is just an instance of the crazy, criss-cross, dishonest, slipshod 
manner in which this class of Jew thinks. But we have evidence of this 
constant compromise with the resulting disingenuousness and cowardice 
everywhere patent throughout the community. Instance could be added 
to instance. But what is to be said of men who band themselves together 
in an organisation over which is inscribed the blatant motto: “No 
foreigners need apply!” and yet fill places in the community, such as 
headship of the United Synagogue, the Federation of Synagogues, or the 
Board of Guardians—institutions established for the very purposes and 
needs of foreign-born Jews, and which are maintained by subscriptions 
and donations of the very foreign-born Jews whom these men, through 
their organisation, show they despise, and insult? What is to be said of 
men who, at one and the same time, uphold and endeavour to propagate 


the disruptive tenets of so-called Liberal Judaism and take part in the 


government of institutions, Synagogal, and Educational, that are 
based and rely upon the traditions of our faith? What is to be 
said of men who, in the most solemn hours of invocation 
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between themselves and their Creator, utter orisons which no casuistry 


or equivocation, however subtle, could shoW to be other than prayers for — 


the national restoration of our people, and yet are bitter and virulent oppo” 
nents of the Jewish National Movement. How can We account for all or 
any of this, except by the wretched spirit of compromise with its evil 
twin of disingenunousness and cowardice which to these men is an ideal 
for Judaism—a false ideal under the influence of which they are striving 
to undo the well-tried foundations upon which Judaism has lived 
to see forty hundreds of New Years and has resisted the angry 
sea of misfortune that all the while has raged around it. Nor can 
we account for the state of affairs so many of us are deploring in 
Anglo-Jewry—the careless disregard of Jewish interests, the lethargy 
exhibited towards and the lack of anything like enthusiasm in matters 
Jewish, the poverty which has covered with its benumbing hand all 
Jewish institutions, the penury that marks support of all Jewish efforts— 
we cannot account for all or any of this except by the atmosphere of com- 
promise, of disingenuousness and cowardice, which the ideal of 
assimilation preached and practised over long years has produced. 


Rallying to the Standard. 
Here, then, is a legacy from the year that is closing, and from many 
a previous year—for the tree did not grow in a day, and we must look to 
the evil seed if we would know why we have the evil crop—which Anglo. 
Jewry will carry forward to the year that is about to open. From that 
jegacy, and from those who embody its spirit, Anglo-Jewry must sooner 
or later at all costs release itself if Judaism in England is to live. Anglo- 
Jewry must be done, once and for all, with all the indecent philandering 
with our holy faith which are the common practices of the assimilant 
Jew: with the petty puerilities far more fitting apes than men, 
far more consonant with the animal whose characteristic it is 
to imitate than with man whose glory it is to initiate. There must 
be a rallying to the standard of true Judaism, if we would stop the 
plague of assimilation, if we would stop the evil which the bad influence 
of those afflicted by it must wreak upon our Community. It is 
only, after all, a handful of people, and one small congregation 
that troubles Israel in these Isles. But Israel in these isles must not 
be bemused, nor must their eyes be blinded by the social glitter 
which plays about those who are performing their unworthy part in the 
Community. It is not a question of Zionism or-of anti-Zionism that 
divides this section from the main body of their people; although, to be 
sure, Zionism is the acid test for theJew—the acid test which distinguishes 
the Jew loyal to Judaism from the Jew whose ideal is a decadent assimi- 
There must be a swing-back to Judaism without qualification—to 
with all its implications, to Judaism as Life as well as 
“Gop, His Law, AND ISRABL His PEOPLE” is the sign 
upon which the true Jew must determine to ‘stand if he cares 
aught for Judaism and its future. For embodied in these werds is 
the spirit by which alone the true Jew can overcome every difficulty with 
which he is placed; the spirit which Will enable him to beat down all that 
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would oppose his onward march in the path of his heaven-determined 
destiny. It is the symbol of the rock whence we Jews, if we be truly 
Jews, are hewn. And the year that is about to be born could be 
inaugurated by something worse than by all who would catch the re;] - 
spirit of the invocation for a Happy New Year adopting “Gop, His Law, 
AND ISRAEL His PEOPLE ” as the governing maxim of their individual lives. 
It would at least insure a better outlook upon Brito-Jewry for those of us 
who, kept alive and sustained, are brought again to enjoy this season,

Another Brave Deed. 


JEWISH YOUTH RESCUES TWO GIRLS. 

THE Waterloo Lake at Roundhay Park, Leeds, was the scene on 
Sunday Of a boating accident, which resulted in the death of Thomas 
William Knowles, of Leeds, and was attended by a plucky and successful 
endeayour on the part of a Jewish youth named Harry Franklin, of 
4, Metz Place, Camp Road, to rescue two girls. 

Knowles is stated to have been in a boat with Sergt.-Major Leo Slater. 
Their boat approached another in whieh two girls were rowing, and 
when almost alongside the men stood up, it is supposed, for the 
purpose of changing seats. In doing so they shipped water, and 
one of the girls cried, “ Your. boat is filling with water. Come into 
our boat.” The men jumped, and the other, boat upsetting all 
four were thrown into the lake. Knowles disappeared immediately 
and the two girls and Slater were obviously in distress when Franklin, 
who is a demobilised soldier, rowed to the spot. He threw his oars to 
the girls, but they were too exhausted to seize them. Franklin then 
plunged into the water fully clothed and managed to grasp the hair of one 
of the girls as she was sinking. She clutched his arm, and he began to 
swim towards the bank when his legs encountered the other girl who was 
also beneath the surface. Although the bank was about thirty yards 
distant, Franklin was able to support both girls with an arm and a leg 
and thus bronght them to safety. 

Slater who could swim a little struggin-d to the side, where the crowd 
which had assembled, apparently overlooked the life-belt that was avail- 
able near by. Knowles, who did not reappear, is believed to have been 


_drowned in one of the deepest parts of the lake. 


Asked where he had acquired the art of life-saving, Slater replied: ‘1 
did very little at school when | was younger, but during my Army career, 
whilst I was with the R.A.M.C. at Beckett's Park up to the summer of 
1915, I, with many others on the staff of the hospital, received instruction 
from Professor Boyd, who was tutor forthe tr ining college before it was 
converted into a hospital, I have at all times taken a keen interest in 
swimming.”

POLISH PAPERS AND SIR STUART SAMUEL. 
_ Warsaw [F.O.C.] 


The Warsaw Gazetie, in announcing the expected arrival of the 
British Commission of Inquiry in, Poland, emphasised the fact that its 
head, Sir Stuart Samuel, isa Jew. It angrily inquired whose idea it was 
to send another Commissien to Poland, and reminded the Powers that 
Poland was not a hotel. 

The Liberum Veto, in discussing Sir Stuart Samuel's Mission, states 
that if he believes that Poland's hospitality and patience have no limit, 
he has made a graye mistake. “We can treat his Mission in an un- 
ceremonious manner,” added the newspaper. 


MR. MORGENTHAU ASSAULTED. 


STRUCK BY A POLISH LEGIONARY. | 
The Jewish Tagblatt, of Lemberg, states: On the occasion of the 
visit of Mr. Morgenthau to the synagogue in Lemberg an unpleasant inci- 
dent occurred. Polish legionaries who were charged to keep order treated 
the assembled Jews in a brutal manner. Mr. Morgenthau himself was 
struck by a legionary. 


PROCLAMATION BY GENERAL PETLOURA. 


General Petloura, Commander-in-Chief of the Ukraine Army, has 
issued a proclamation which he has addressed to the Prime Minister, to 
the Minister for War, and to. the Minister for Jewish Affairs. 

The General states that both he and his Army Command are 
strenuously combatting the pogroms against the Jewish population, as 
well as all acts of violence which embitter the relations between the 
people. The Commander-in-Chief affirms that the Jews made sacrifices 
for the building up of the independent Ukrainian Republic. He states 
that he knows instances of the Jewish population having rendered help to 
the Ukrainian troops, and of their having loyally carried out the orders 
issued by the Government. The enemies of the State, namely, Commun- 
ists and Bolshevists, arranged pogroms against the Jewish population, in 
the.course of which they shot innocent people, outraged women and 
children, and robbed Jews of all their goods. General Petloura acknow- 
ledges with the highest respect the heavy sacrifices which the Jewish 
population laid on the altar of the Ukrainian Fatherland. He knows of 
cases of help having been rendered by Jews to Ukrainian sick and 
wounded, and of Jewish children having washed the blood from Ukrainian 
heroes in hospitals, only a few kilometers behind the front. He was 
deeply moved at witnessing the tears of gratitnde in the eyes of the sick 
and wounded soldiers for the excellent treatment they received at the 
hands of these Jews. 


General Petloura states with satisfaction that the soldiers of the 
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Ukrainian Army watch over Jewish business places in order to 

them from being plundered, and he expresses the hope that the Army 
will eventually restore order in the land, and will undertake the protection 
of their Jewish fellow-citizens. 

General Petloura affirms that the pogrom agitation in the rear of the 
Ukrainian Army is carried on by Bolshevik provocateurs, in order 
to disorganise the front, and to disturb the building-up of the State. 
Against these provocatcurs both the Government and the military are 
carrying on a merciless fight. The General appeals to all national forces 
to join in this fight, and he expresses the hope that they will strengthen 


the Ukrainian Government in breaking the disruptive powers of 
Bolshevism. 


THE COMMISSION ON UKRAINE POGROMS 


Messrs. Ussishkin and A. Goldstein, who, as announced in our last 
issue, had been invited by the Ukraine Government to form part ofa 
Commission of representatives of the Jewish people to inquire into the 

ogroms in the country have declined the invitation. In a letter to the 
Ikraine Delegation now in Paris they state the grounds of their refusal. 
They write :— 

“The organisation which represents the Jewish people at present is 
the ‘Committee of Jewish Delegations to the Peace Conference,’ (Paris). 
Only persons delegated by that Committee can act as representatives of 
the Jewish people. Being convinced that the formation of such a 
Commission on the invitation of private individuals [sic] and not by a 
process of election by the organ representing the Jewish people is 
inadmissible, we are unable, to our great regret, to accept your invitation. 
We are of opinion that the best course would be for you to address your 
proposals to the above-named Committee.” 


ANTI-JEWISH RIOTING AT CHENSTOCHAU. 
WARSAW [F.O.C.) 

A number of agitators have again stirred up the soldiers and. ths 
populace at Chenstochau to attack the Jews. Frequent reference wae 
made by them to the work of the “ Jewish-American King ” Morgenthau, 
and the Poles were invited to settle accounts with the Jews for the doings 
of the American Commission. A number of Jews were beaten, and 
several shops were plundered. A strong body of police eventually dis- 
persed the rioters. 


ATTACK ON POLISH RABBI, 
WARSAW [F.O.C.,) 
Soldiers assaulted the Rabbi of Dwort, and attempted t« cut his 
beard. He was saved by an officer who fired in the air, and succeeded in 
dispersing the attacking soldiers. 


BUSINESS PLACES PLUNDERED. 
WARSAW [F.O.C.} 
In connection with the Polish-German struggles in Upper Silesia a 
dangerous feeling arose at Sosnowice against the Juws. They are styled 
internal enemies, and the anti-Semites are clamouring for action against 
them.

MR. JOHN H. BEDDINGTON. 


Mr. John H. Beddington died last Tuesday, in his eighty-first year, at 
16, Sussex Place, Regent's Park, where he had resided for about half a 
century. Many years ago he took part in communal affairs, having 
been on the Committee of the Jews’ Infant School and of the Bread, 
Meat and Coal Charity. 


MR. MARCUS R. SEWILL, C.C. 


Mr. Marcus Richard Sewill died last Sunday at the age of seventy- 
four at 2, Porchester Square, Hyde Park. He was one of the representa- 
tives of the Cornhill Ward on the Common Council of the City. In the 
course of his long connection with the Corperation, Mr. Sewill had held 
important offices on several of its Committees. 


MR. MAX LANGERMANN (JOHANNESBURG): 

Mr. Max Langermann, who for a number of years took an active 
share in Communal and public life in the the Transvaal, died last month at 
Johannesburg as result of an operation. He was the first President of the 
Witwatersrand Old Hebrew Congregation in that city and also of the 
Jewish Board of Deputies for the Transvaal and Natal. He was also for 
several vears President of the Johannesburg Hebrew School. Mr. Langer- 
mann was an earnest Zionist, and subsequently became Mr. Zangwill’s 
right-hand man in the ‘Transvaal for the Ito. He was one of the earliest 
pioneers of the Rand goldfields. For his association with the Jameson 
Raid, he was sentenced to two years’ imprisonment, a fine of £2,000, and 
two years’ banishment. In 1904, he was elected on the Town Council of 
Johannesburg, and in 1907 he was nominated by Lord Selborne, then 
Governor-General, as a member of the Transvaal Senate, 


A FAMOUS ENGINEER. 

Mr. Charles M. Jacobs, civil engmeer, died to-day, at the age of sixty- 
nine. He was born at Hull, and first practised in England, afterwards 
becoming consulting engineer to the Philadelphia and Reading Railway 
Company, New York. Mr. Jacobs was a famous constructor of tunnels. 
He designed a complete system of railway tunnels ander Manhattan 
Island and its vicinity, which required an outlay of fifty million dollars. 
Later he was consulting engineer for the construction of a tunnel under 
the Seine at Paris.Central News, New York, September 11. 

Mr. Jacobs belonged to a well-known Jewish family in Hull, some 
members of which are still active communal workers there, notably his 
brother, Mr. B. 8S. Jacobs, President of the Western Synagogue. His 
father was the late Mr. Bethel Jacobs. Mrs. F. B. Hatford, of London, and 
Mrs. Maurice E. Solomons, of Dublin, are his sisters. Our Hull Corre- 
spondent informs us that Mr. Jacobs died not on the 11th inst., as stated 
in the above telegram, but on the 8th, in Wales. He had latterly resided 
in the vicinity of London. 


MR. SAMUEL BESSO (MANCHESTER). 
Manchester Jewry has sustained a severe loss in the death, on Sunday 
last, of Mr. Samuel Besso, of Withington. The funeral, which took place 
at the Southern Cemetery, was largely attended by both Jews and

Christians, including a representative body of the Manchester Special 
Constabulary (of which Mr. Besso was a member), headed by Inspector 
Palmer, who spoke on behalf of the Chief Constable and his subordinates, 
testifying to the loyal work of the deceased in that force since its incep- 
tion. Prior to the interment the Minister (Rev. J. Pereira-Mendoza, B.A.,) 
spoke of the sterling qualities of the late Mr, Besso, who had enjoyed the 
deep friendship and admiration of a wide social and commercial circle 
for his uprightness, religious fervour, and honesty of purpose. 


MR. MICHAEL BERGSON. 
WARSAW [F.O.C,) 
Mr. Michael Bergson, for a number of years President of the Jewish 
Community in this city, has died here at the age of cighty-eight. He 
was a leader of the Assimilation Party, and ceased to hold his office on the 
triumph of the Nationalists at the communal élections.

The procession assumed the character of a 
huge mourning demonstration. The crowds were admirably controlled 
and well-behaved. The Jewish Deputies, the members of the American 
Food Committee, and the leaders of the Community headed the procession. 
All institutions and societies sent representatives. Order was maintained 
by the five hundred Jewish special stewards and by a number of Jewish 
soldiers. The police very effectively controlled the electric tram cars, 
and prevented possible conflicts between the procession and the tram 
conductors. At the grave, the writer, Mr. Ansky, delivered an oration.

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UNION OF HEBREW AND 
| RELIGION CLASSES. 


NEED OF JEWISH DAY SCHOOLS. 


A conference convened by the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes 
was held on Sunday afternoon at Steinway Hall, when Mr. Augustus 
Kahn, H.M.1., read a paper on “The Religious Education of the Children 
of members of Synagogues—the Need for an Enquiry.” Mr. Frank I, 
Lyons, President of the Union, was in the Chair. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Union had been established thirteen 
years ago, when the need was felt for bringing the synagogue classes 
nader one head. A Committee of expert supervisors, presided over by 
Dr. Eichholz, and ineluding Mr. Kahn, Mr. F. 8S. Spiers, and other 
experts, had performed valuable work in raising the standard of the 
teaching. Several gaps had been filled and work had now been actively 
resumed after the interruption caused by the war. Funds were greatly 
weeded if the teachers were to be adequately paid and the classes properly 
equipped. There were large numbers of children receiving rio religious 
education, and he asked Mr. Kahn to read his paper on that subject. 

Mr. KAHN said: In the annual report which was under review at the 
1917 meeting of the Union we were told that 2,426 children had been in 
attendance at the various classes. (These figures, I understand, relate to 


June, 1917). Of these 2,426 children, 1,556 had attended the eleven sets: 


of United Synagogue classes, and of these 1,556 only 655 were children of 
members of the United Synagogue. - The total male membership of all 
the synagogues embraced by the United Synagogue was 5,989 in 1916; 
and the total male membership of the eleven synagogues with classes 
affiliated to the Union was 3,846. These 3,846 male members had there- 
fore between them 655 children in attendance at synagogue classes. 
If each member sent his children to synagogue classes, how many pupils 
ought to be in attendance? Before we can form any estimate, we have, of 
course, to define the age range of the pupils. Ideally, this age range 
should be from six to at least sixteen; but | will confine myself to a 
narrower range of, say, sever to fourteen years. The male members of 
the United Synagogue are of all ages, from twenty-one years and upwards; 
but it is obvious that the distribution of members among the various age 
groups does not correspond exactly to the distribution of all male persons 
in London of twenty-one years of age and upwards among these age 
groups. There are, for instance, comparatively few members of syna- 
gogues at ages preceding the average age of marriage. We should 
probably, however, arrive at a rough estimate of the ratio of the number 


of children of seven to fourteen years to the number of male Ssynagorniec 


members by taking the ratioof the namber of children in London of seven 
to fourteen years to the total male population in London of twenty-five 
years of age and upwards. On the basis of the census of 1911 this ratio 
is 552i per cent. Mr. Rowson, whom [ consulted on this point, estimated 
that the ratio of the number of children from seven to fourteen years to 
the number of synagogue members is about 43 per cent. Now 43 per cent. 
of 3,846 is 1,654. But as only 655 children (some of whom were 
under seven’ years of age or over fourteen years of age) were in 
attendance at synagogue classes, we have to account for more than 
1,000 children of seven to fourteen years of age who did not attend the 
classes of the eleven synacogues of which their fathers were members. 
We must not of course assume that 1,000 children of members of the 
eleven synagogues receive no religious instruction whatever. Some may 
begin at a later age than seven, some may have a little preparation 
before they are Barmitzvah, there will be a certain number in Jewish 
boarding schools and Jewish houses of public schools, and there will 
be others receiving private tuition. Mr. Green in a letter to me of 
28th December, 1917, expressed the view that so far as his synagogue 
was concerned, the religion classes were, for the larger proportion 
of absentees, replaced by Jewish boarding schools and Jewish houses 
of public sehools and by private tuition. But | cannot think that 
any appreciable number of the 1,000 chidren with whom we are 
concerned can be away from home; there are many Jewish boarding 
schools or Jewish houses of public schools, and thesé receive their pupils 
not only from the areas of the cleven synagogues, but from all parts of the 
United Kingdom and the Colonies; and it is, moreover, only in rare cases 
that boys will enter a public school below the age of twelve. Private 
tuition is, of course, possible only on Sundays and after school hours on 
week days, and perhaps to a limited extent on Saturdays. It seems 
doubtful, therefore, whether on the average a private teacher can put in 
more than twelve hours a week. If we take two hours a week as the 
average amount of instruction per pupil, we get six pupils on the average 


*for every teacher. The 1,000 children or say 900 children (making ample 


allowance for boarding schools) would thus require 150 teachers. Are 
there 150 private teachers engaged in teaching children of members of the 
eleven synagogues’? This is, | suggest, a matter for enquiry. 
THE EFFICIENCY OF PRIVATE TUITION 
is equally a matter for enquiry, though we are here faced with a very 
delicate and difficult problem. But we might be able to ascertain how 
many private teachers are cmployed as full-time professional teachers of 
day schools, and we might also get some information as.to the kind of 
training which private teachers have received for the work of religious 
education. Next, we should enquire into the reasons for the want of 
popularity of our classes among synagogue members. One reason is 
repeatedly alleged, and that is that many members will not allow their 
children to associate with the children of non-members. If it is really 
true that there is any considerable number of people, members of orthodox 
synagogues, Who would rather that their children grew up in ignorance 
than that they shonld sit on the same benches as the children of their 
poorer brethren, then, unicssa strong movement, supported by the example 
of the socially select can eradicate such an undemocratic and un-Jewish 
prejudice, we are faced with the alternative of either making a con- 
cession to 
WICKED SNOBBERY 

or of inflicting a grave injury upon the rising generation and upon 
Judaism. This is a question which calls for very careful consideration. 
I have so far confined my observations to the age of childhood. But reli- 
gious education, including the study of Hebrew and Hebrew Writings, 
cannot stop at the age of thirteen or fourteen, if our boys and girls are to 
develop into self-respecting Jews and Jewesses with loyalty based upon 
knowledge and understanding, and faith inspired by the appeal of Jewish 
history and .literature. Adolescence, that is the span of youth from 
thirteen to twenty-one years, is the most critical period of our life. It is 
the age of physical growth and change and mental ripening. It is fall of 
potentialities for evil, and fortunately also for good, for it is the @.e of 
Visions and idealistic effort, the age of strong emotions and, religions - 
impulses. But the emotional life of the adolescent rer uires not only 
nourishment but wholesome direction ; and the stirrit.y of reason requites 
a fortifying conviction based upon reason. The neMect of the adolescent 
j" Our public Educational provision has for sovx6 years, as you are aware, 
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aroused a widespread feeling of anxiety. The Education Act of 1918 now 
provides that, from a day to be appointed, young persons of fourteen to 
sixteen years of age, and seven years later young persons of fourteen to 
eighteen years of age, shall be under the obligation to attend day con- 
tinuation schools for 320 hours per year. 1 suggest that 
ENQUIRY IS URGENTLY NEEDED 

not to discover what we have done for the religious education of 
adolescents because we know that little or nothing has been attempted, 
but to bring before us definite proposals for more advanced courses ip 
connection with the religion classes. The real difficulty with which we 
shall be confronted will be that of the teacher. We may cren classes 
for boys and girls of fifteen, sixteen. and seventeen years of age, but 
how are they to be staffed? ‘These young persons must be taught 
Hebrew by Hebrew scholars, even as they are taught Latin by Latin 
scholars; andthey must be taught Judaism by teachers who know Judaism 
and are faithful adherents of Judaism. It may be that we shall 
have to depend principally upon the ministers for this higher education ; 
but whether it will be possible for them to find the requisite time is a 
question for further enquiry. There is one other important matter in 
regard to which enquiry is needed: and that is the growing practice 
among wealthy parents of sending their sons not to Jewish boarding 
schools or Jewish houses of public schools, but tothe great Christian 
public boarding schools. We should try to discover the extent of this evil 
and what steps may be taken to remove it. An investigation on all these 
points can be carried out only with the sympathetic and active co-opera- 
tion of Ministers. I suggest that the Union and the Ministers should 
appoint a Joint Committee to undertake this work. ; 

The Rey. A. A. GREEN said that they were indebted to Mr. Kahn for 
bringing this matter before them. It was clear that they could not exer- 
cise any force majeure upon synagogue members to send their children to 
the classes. He was convinced that they would never reach ideal condi- 
tions until Hebrew and religion were part of the ordinary currictilum and 
were not regarded as an extra. They wanted Jewish day-schools of the 
highest standard it was possible to achieve. He thought they should 
discourage private tuition and bring the children to the synagogue, and it 
should be a sine qua non and the minister should be at the head of the 
classes. It was a most valuable asset that he should be brought into close 
touch with the children, and no duty should take him away from his 
classes. He strongly condemned the practice of Jewish parents sending 
their children to boarding schools where they had to attend Christian 
prayers. It was a great tragedy that parents were to be found ready to 
sacrifice the souls of their children. 

Davan H. M. LAZARUS, M.A., saidthat the present religion classes, which 
gave but a smattering, were worse than useless. and he regarded it as a 
great pity that the Talmud Torahs were regarded with disfayvour by 
parents in a superior social position. They wanted to raise the Talmud 
Torahs socially, and the religion classes educationally. 

Mr. ALBERT M. WOOLF said that they should not attempt too much. 
If they could produce a feeling of love for Judaism they would have 
accomplished much. He thonght.that the War Memorial Scheme would 
be able to help relieve many of the difficulties from which they were 
suffering. He deprecated any distinctions being made between British 
and Foreign Jews. ‘There ought not to be the slightest difference. 

Haham Dr. GASTER said that the community was suffering from the 
dry-rot of absolute indifference, and the trouble arose from the fact that 
no great ideals were set before them. This was the reason that the 
University youths slipped away from.the community. He strongly 
approved of the idea of having Jewish schools where the pupils could live 
the Jewish life. They had to replace Mammon by the Torah and material 
aristocracy by the aristocracy of the spirit. 

Kabbi SCHONFELD said that Jewish day schools were their only hope. 
The Rabbis should be the teachers and a synagogue should never be 
built. unless there were a Jewish day school attached to it. 

Dr. A. BUCHLER said that the Jewish War Memorial Scheme might be 
able to establish Jewish day schools, but there seemed to be a desire for 
Jewish children to mix with others. The teaching in several synagogue 
classes was cold, because the minister was tndiffcrent. He urged the 
necessity of a Jewish training college for teachers. : 

Mr. I8Aac GOLDSTON said that he doubted whether Jewish day 
schools would be a remedy.* Would the parents.who refrained from sending 
their children to the synagogue classes send them to Jewish day schools? 
It was necessary for the ministers to be qualified teachers. 

Dayan FELDMAN thonght that the enquiry suggested by Mr. Kahn 
would be valuable. The Community had lost the right perspective in 
regard to religious education, and he thought the War Memorial Scheme 
would help to restore it. 

The CHIEF RABBI said that Mr. Kahn's paper was only a beginning. 
When the facts were ascertained, the Community would have to face 
them. In Germany and America the synagogue classes were the very 
centre of congregational classes, and the American Rabbi of every shade 
stood or fell by the success of his classes. A Jew recently introduced a 
deputation to the Government in regard to denominational schools, and 
after the representatives of the Anglicans and Catholics had spoken, he 
was asked if he represented the Jewish day schools. “I am proud to 
say,” he replied, “that we Jews have no separate day schools.” They 
could not make progress while that spirit existed. 
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ANTI-SEMITISM AND BUSINESS 
HONESTY.

iN an important London newspaper—the Westminster Gazette—a_ pro- 
tracted discussion has been going on relative to the causes of anti-Semitism. 
it is a fact, which only they who will not see fail to observe, that a wave of 
anti-Jewish feeling is passing over the world, and it is a direct consequence of 
the unrest which is the aftermath of the War. Wherever there is disquiet and 
dissatisfaction, you will always find a recrudescence of bitterness against the 
Jew. He is made the scapegoat of the ills of society. Germany lost her 
tremendous bid for world deminion, and the Jews of that country are now 
being saddled with the defeat. ‘There is an outery against profiteering, so of 
course the Jew must be the worst offender. There is intense labour unrest in 
England, therefore it must all be due to the plottings of aliens—and by 
“aliens Jews are intended 

One, therefore, turns with special interest to see what our critics say of 
us, and what they imagine are the causes of anti-Semitism. The writer in che 
Westminster Gazette, who commenced the discussion, attributes the basic 
reason of the ill-feeling against our race to our business craftiness, whicls 
ustially manifests-iteelf in trickery and dishonesty. He declares that there is 

AN “ETHIC DIFFERENCE” 
in the Jew which makes him disliked by his neighbours. The Englishman, he 
asserts, shrmks from taking a mean advantage of his fellow men, whereas the 
Jew is always on the look-out to do this. He is so ambitious and assertive, 80 
eaver to forge ahead in the race of life, that he considefs no means unfair so 
long as he wins. 

Now how are we to meet this serious accusation? We cannot simply 
dismiss it with scorn; nor ia it satisfactory merely to deny its truth. Our 
opponent, could quote passage after paassace from newspaper reports to prove 
his assertion. There is—and we have to admit it, however unpleasant it may 
be—an element of truth in the charge, but it is grossly exaggerated and 
distorted. The exaggeration is due to the gross unfairness with which our 
race is treated. Wide publicity is given to the doings of the black sheep in our 
flock ; but the Jewishness of our heroes is hidden from the world. When it is 
reported in the Press that a Jow has done something wrong, it is always 
mentioned that he is a Jew. When, however, the Jew does something praise- 
worthy, the fact is not mentioned. Everybody knows that Trotsky is Jewish— 
the newspapers took good care te drive it home. But very few know that, 
eq., General Sir John Monash or Samuel Gompers is a Jew. Hence it is 
vradually distilled into the public mind that the Jewish character is bad, and 
the opinion formed of us is prejudiced from the outset. The world sees our 
faults and not our virtues, and 

WHEN THE JEW 18 IN THE LIMELIGHT 
liv as the villain of the piece. This is, of coursé, no new criticism. 
It has often been pointed out, but the same thing continues: Therefore we 
cannot cxpect a fair judgment to be passed upon us. It is bound to be biassed 
and exaggerated. There is only one thing we can do, and that is—as | pointed 
out last week—to understand our added responsibility and always carefully 
to guard against this posmbility of saddling our whole Community with our 
indivilual faults. We must never forget that any disgrace we incur will be 
attributed not to our personal weaknesses, bnt to our Jewishness. 

Nevertheless, this accusation of lack of business morality is so persistently 
male that it deserves closer consideration. Not that I believe for one 
moment rt is the explanation of anti-Semitism. If every Jew were a paragon 
of all the virtues, the phenomenon would stall remain. Now I am prepared 
to agree that there is some degree of veracity in the charge that the average 
Jew is not absolutely straightforward, that he does not consider it so grievous 
a sin to resort to underhand methods to gain his end. But I maintain that 
if this be a characteristic of the Jew, it has been forced upon him by a 
Christian world. The Jew has been for centuries upon centuries the hunted 
animal, the prey of a cruel sport. Is it then to be wondered that he has 
developed. an undue amount of cunning’? After all, self-preservation is the 
first. law of Nature; and in order to exist the Jew has been forced to acts 
which free-living peoples naturally regard with contempt. 

THE CASE FOR THE JEW ON THIS SCORE 

was stated by Macaulay in the House of Commons im a passage of superb 
eloquence. He said that the enemies of the Jews refer to them as “ naturally 
& mean race, a sordid race, a money-getting race; that they are averse to all 
hohourable callings; that they neither sow nor reap; that they have neither 
flocks nor herds; that usury is the only pursuit for which they are fit; that 
they are destitute of all elevated and amiable sentiments. Such has in every 
age been the reasoning of bigots. They never fail to plead in justification 
of persecution the vices which persecution has engendered. We treat 
them as slaves, and wonder that they do not regard us as brethren. We drive 
them to mean occupations, and then reproach them for not embracing honour- 
able professions. We long forbade them to possess lami; and we complain 
that they chiefly occupy themselves in trade. We shut them out from all the 
paths of ambition; and then we despise them for taking refuge in avarice. 
During many ages we have, in all our dealings with them, abused our immense 
superiority of force ; and then we are disgusted because they have recourse to 
that cunning which is the natural and universal defence of the weak: against 
the violence of the strong.”” Macaulay’s plea is unanswerable. It is a law of 
nature that oppression sharpens the wits abnormally, because it is only by 
such means that the victims can save themselves. For the greater part of 
1900 years the Jews have been 
EXISTING UNDER DEMORALISING CONDITIONS; 
amd when one takes that fact into consideration, one should not be surprised 
that the Jew has acquired certain faults, but rather wonder that he has any 
virtues at all left. It is only comparatively a few years since we have enjoyed 
the blessings of freedom, and it would be foolish to expcct that the offects of 
mary centuries can be obliterated in the course of a few years. In time those 
effects will wear off, and this supposed ethic differentiation will disappear 
altogether. 

Bat all will-agree ta. it is desirable to hasten this process of rectification ; 
and nothing will so quickly Dullify our acquired faults as the influence of 
Judaism. When one considers he the world thinks of the Jew and the justi.

JEWISH THEOLOGY.* 


By Tue Rev. 8. LEVY, M.A: 


(PART ITI). 


VI.—LIMITATIONS OF THEOLOGY. 


§ 10. We have now completed our synthesis of the fundamental concepts 
of Judaism, based on the three-fold division of Unity, Beauty, and Goodness. 
We have seen that the U niverse, as understood and interpreted by the religious 
consciousness, must disclose itself completely as One, Beautiful, and Good. 
We must not, however, ignore or disguise from ourselves the important fact 
that Jewish Theology, like all systems of theology, is bound by certain limita- 
tions. The crucial problem which Judaism, like all religions, has to face, 1s 
the existence of Evil. What is the purpore of Evil? Why did God create 
suffering’ Why does God permit pain ? What place can we find for Evil in a 
world which from the religious aspect must reveal itself as wholly One, 
Beautiful, and Good’? 3 
A simplg solution would be the acceptance of Dualism, the recognition of a 
Creative Principle of Gocd and a Destructive Principle of Evil. But such a 
doctrine would destroy the symmetry of any scheme cf theology, and would be 
a crushing challenge to, and an emphatic repudiation of, the theories of pure 
Unity and absolute Goodness, without which the whole superstructure of Jew a1 
Theology, in parti ular, inevitably collapses. We must, therefore, find some 
other way of acknowledying the existence of Evil without limiting the Unity of 
the Deity and the Moral Government of the Universe. In Isaiah xlv., 5-7, 
the Dualiem of the religious system of Zoroaster is definitely rejected. ‘Lam 
the Lord, and there is none else : beside Me there is no God. I-have girded 
thee, though thou hast not known Me, that they may know from the rising of 
the sun, and from the west, that there is none beside Me; I am the Lord, and 
there is none else; I form the light, and create darkness! I make peace, and 
create evil; I am the Lord that doeth all these things.”’ 

Man has the choice between Good and Evil. The responsibility for Evil 
is thus transferred to man, and Evil becomes either a punishment for sin or a 
his ipline as a- means for the realisation of Good. “ Behold, | set before you 
this day a blessing and a curse: the blessing if ye shall hearken unto the 
commandments of the Lord your God and the curse, if ye shall not 
hearken unto the commandments of the Lord your God’’ (Deuteronomy X1., 
26-28). “I have eet before thee life and death, the blessing and the curse ; 
therefore choose life, that thou mayest live” \ibid xxx., 19). “ For by fire will 
the Lord plead, and by His sword, with all flesh” (Isaiah Ixvi., 16). “ Thine 
own wickedness shall correct thee, and thy backslidings shall reprove thee ; 
know therefore and see thot it is an evil and a bitter thing, that thou hast 
forsaken the Lond thy God, and that My fear is not in thee, saith the Lord God 
of hcsts’’ (Jeremiah ii., 19). “Great in counsel, and mighty in work ; whose 
eyes are Open upon al! the ways of the sons of men, to give every one accord- 
ing to his ways, and accmding to the fruit of his doings’’ (Jeremiah xxxii., 
19). “ Evil shell slay the wicketd”’ (Psalm xxxiv., 22). ‘“ For whom the Lerd 
loveth He correcteth, even as a father the son in whom he delighteth (Proverbs 
Hi., 12). “ He that soweth righteousness hath «a sure reward”’ (Proverbs xi., 
“ He delivereth the afflicted by His affliction, and openeth their ear by 
tribulation” (Job xxxvy., 15). 

“ When a man sees that chastisements are come upon him, let him examine 
his deeds, as it is said, Let us search and trv our ways, and return to the Lord 
(Lamentations ni, 40). For whem the Lord loveth He correcteth 
(Proverts iii., These are the chastisements of luve’’ (Berachot 5a). For 
two anil a half years the School'of Shamoiai disputed with the School of 
Hillel.

Th 'v voted anil decided, It were better that man had not heen 
create | toan create Siva howe ve he F iS been create 8 let him “hy his 
dee<s (Frubin, 15b). Let a man rejo-ce in suffering more than im the enjoy- 
ment of good. For if he enjoy only good all his days, then his sins are rot 
forgiven. How is he pear loned’? He is pardoned through chastisements. ° 
Suffering is prec ious in the sight of the Lord, for the glory of the Lord rests 
‘upon him who is visited with trials, as it is said, “ As a man chasteneth his son, 
so the Lord thy (rod chasteneth thee’ (Deut. vin., 5). Sufferings atone 
more than eacrifices’’ (Sifre, § 32, et. Friedmann, p. 73b). “Evil and good 
come not out of the mouth of the Most High (Lamentations iii., 38), but they 
are self-determined. Evil cometh upon evil-doers, and good cometh upon 
them that do good” (Deut. Rabbwh iv., § 3. See also by bodk, “ Origimal 
Virtue,” pp. 48-55). Both Good and Evil are placed in the hand of men, but 
the Good can turn the Evil into Good (Genesis Rabbah ix., § 11). 

“In the mors) #triving of man we can but realise that our every victory 
contributes toward the majestic work of God” (Kohter, pp. 179, 195, 195). 
This view may be true in part that much goodness in life is achieved after 
conflict with evil. But what Religion has to prove is that Righteousness can 
only be achieved by the conquest over or negation of Evil. For instance, war 
may be a cause for the display of the spint of courage and endurance and 
self-seciifice. But these virtues can be and are alec evoked withdut the incen- 
tive of fratricidal strife. The struggle with evil may produce goodness, but 
wt has not been proved that good cannot exist without the existence of evil. 

There is, therefore, a residual strain of harshness, if not injustice, in all 
theories which attempt to explain the existence of Evil. All that they succeed 
in doing is to mitigate somewhat the severity of the problem. They al! equally 
fail to offer a complete and effective solution of the mystery. The need thus 
arises aml expresses itself for a belief in scme Being, transcending finite 
knowledge and human experience, to save the consistency and harmony of our 
acceptance of the World as One, Beautiful, and Good. — ; 

“Six hundred and thirteen precepts were given to Moses. . . . David 
came and compressed them into eleven, as it is written, Lord who shal! abide 
in Thy. Tabernacle? He that walketh uprightly, and worketh righteousness. 
and speaketh truth in his heart, etc. (Psalm xv.). . . Isaiah came and 
compressed them into six (Isaiah xxxiii., 6). Micah came and comprezsed 
them into three (Micah vi., 8). . . . Teaiah came again amd compressed 
them into two, as it is said, “Keep ye justice, and do righteousness’ (Isaiah 
, Be Habakkuk came and compre séd them into one, as it is said, 
“The righteous shall live by bis faith” (Habakkuk ii., 4) [Makkoth 23a, 24b). 
It is remarkable that, with the exception of the last, all these compendia of 
the six hundred and thirteen precepts resolve themselves into rules of morality. 
The single maxim of Habakkuk supplies the clue to the whole practice of 
Righteousness. The final incentive to Holine s, the uMimate sanction for 
Goodness, is Faith. “The righteous sall live by his faith.” It is further 
significant that Habakkuk was definitely grappling with the problem of Evil. 
The prophet clearly recognised the moral difficulty involved, and was battled by 
it. Lherefore, the individual and charicteristic message of his career was his 
conclusion, “ The righteous shall live by his faith.’’ Where Reason fails. Faith 
must come to the rescue. Theology as a science must ever remain incom Hilete, 
unless and umtil it is touehed by a living and an abiding Faith in Ged. ~

VII.—CONCLUSION. 


11. Although the methed pursued in our essay has differed from Dr. 
Kohler’s plan of treatment, we can, nevertheless, accord very high praise toy 
Dr. Kohler’s wofk. Dr. Kohler has a long record of careful imvestigation and 
wide and scientific scholarship. In his “Jewish Theology ” : 
together many scattered contributions from his pen, added to them from his 
ever fresh stores of knowledge, and unified them with a mental vigour whieh 
calls for respect and admiration. The merit of the book lies not only in the 
nature of the material presented, bat also in the skill with which this material § 
has been trected. Every chapter is interesting, instructive and full of sug! 
gestive thought, providing a valuable help to clear reflection. There ere alse 
many happy touches afi illuminating notes compressing considered verdicts, 
e.g., “The philosophy of Bergson, whiclf eliminates design and purpose from 
the cosmos and places Deity itself. into the process as the vital urgent of if 
all, and thus sees God for ever in the making, is pantheistic and un-Jewish, 
therefore cannot be considered in a theology of. Judarsm. 
exclude our accepting minor elements of his system, which contains suggestiv@ 
hints. H. G. Wells’ ‘God the Invisible King,’ is likewise a God in the making, 
man-made, wot the Maker and Ruler of Man” 


Kobler has attemptel to cover the whole field. 
nearly five hundred pages, the author has the right to exercise his own judg-§ 
ment as to the space allotted to each topic. But in our opinion there are someg 
important concepts of Judaism to which Dr. Kohler has not given quite 
adequate treatment. IJmitatio Dei, the Human Love of the Divine, Kiddush 
Hushem (“Sanctificauon of the Name of God"’), Free Will, and Original 
Virtue, are some of the subjects which might have received fuller attention.? 
Dr. Kohler devotes only two pages (pp. 406, 407) to Original Virtue, as com-i% 
pared with a whole chapter in Schechter’s work (pp. 170-198). On p. 407 thereg 
is an error (repeated from the earlier German work on Jewish Theology by® 
Dr. Kohler, on which the present English version is largely based) in the} 
reference to the article on “ The Doctrine of Original Virtue.’’ The authorship) 
of the essay in question should have been credited to me. 
Dr. Kohler is clear in the enunciation of his own views, and fair in pre-g 
senting opinions from which he differs. With laudable impartiality he also 
gives the deta from which the reader can form his own independent judgment.! 
Further, he shows the contact of Judaism with non-Jewish modes of thought 
and systems of faith. Dr. Kohler has produced a book which, im many ways, 
is a sincere and successful attempt to combine in a single treatise a systematigg 
end historical presentation of the origin, development, and present imterpretas 
tion of the leading doctrines of Judaism. He has something to teach which? 
we wish to learn, and we cordially welcome this vigorous work of a distine® 
guished veteran in the realm of Jewish thought and scholarehip. ;

& temptation = to yield to it!

The Centenary of “ Ivanhoe.”

Sirn,.—In addition to the centenary of the birth of George Eliot, to 
which I recently referred, there is another literary anniversary this 
year which should not pass unrecorded by the Jews of this country. | 
refer to the centenary of the publication of Sir Walter Scott's “ lvanhoe,” 
which first appeared on December 15, 1519. This masterpiece of the 
greatest of all English novelists must always retain a peculiar interest for 
English Jews. We learn from Lockhart’s © Life of Scott” that the idea of 
introducing a group of Jews into his novel was suggested by a frend 
named Skene, who had been very strongly impressed during a visit to 
Germany m his youth by the fact that the Jews there “ were treated with 
considerable austerity by their Christian neighbours, being still locked up 
at night in their own quarter by great gates.” As Mr. G. F. Abbott 
remarks, in his book entitled “Israel in Europe”: “ Although the author 
in introducing the characters scems to have been innocent of any deliberate 
aim at propagandism, his treatment of them is a sufficient proof of his 
own sympathy, and no doubt served the purpose of kindling sympathy in 
many thousands of readers.”

Jewess; Rebecca. As Mr. Abbott remarks: “* Rebecea is the jewel of the 
story. The author exhausts his conventional colours in painting her 
beauty, and his vocabulary itn singing the praises of her character. 
Immeasurably superior to Abigail in beauty and to Jessica in virtue, she 
equals Portia in wisdom-~-a perfect heroine of romance. Withal, there is 
in Rebecca a power of quiet self-sacrifice that raises her almost to the 
level of a saint. Altogether as noble an example of womanhood as there 
is to be fowfd in a literature rich in noble women.” It is interesting to 
note that the original of Scott's heroine is said to have been Rebecca 
Graetz, the Jewish educationalist and philanthropist of Philadelphia. 

There is, however, the melancholy fact to record that, some six years 
after the publication of “ Ivanhoe,” Scott's feelings towards Jews were 
evidently somewhat embittered owing to the harsh treatment he received 
from a firm of Jewish bill-brokers. 

In conclusion, may I point out that this year has also still further 
literary anniversaries of interest. One hundred and ninety years ago 
saw the birth of Lessing; and just fifty vears afterwards, in 1779, the 
publication of his immortal work “Nathan the Wise”—the first appear- 
ance of the Jew on the European stage asa human being, and a human 
being of the very highestorder. Thirty years previously, in 1749, Lessing 
had published a worthy forerunner to this masterpiece in his play entitled 
“ The Jews. 

It is surely no idle fancy to remember on these anniversaries those 
generous souls not of our race, who have, in George Eliot's words, 

‘Joined the choir invisible 
Of those immortal dead who live again 
In minds made better by their presence: live 
In thoughts sublime that pierce the night like stars, 


And with their mild persistence urge man’s search 
To vaster issues.”

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 


Me. LEO M. JUNG, 
Hon. Secretary of the Sinai League. 


N a recent interview in the Jewish CHRONICLE, Mr. Fred. 5. 

Spiers attempted a definition of those much canvassed words, 

“ Traditional Judaism.” The Sinai Le wue, one of the most 

vigorous of the newer communal organisations, is in no doubt 

as to the sirnificance to be attached to the expression, and is seeking, 

on practical lines, to raise a generation of Jews who shall! live in the 
spirit of true traditional Judaism. 

The movement was founded by Rabbi Dr. M. Jung. who is a 
practical idealist. His son, Mr. Leo M. Jung, a graduate of Cath 
bridge University, is the Hon. Secretary of the League, and in an 
interview with a representative of the JewisH CHRONICLE he has 
described its achievements. Mr. Jung is a young man of high 
scholastic atiainments, at present engaged in research work at his 
University, and a great deal may be expected of him before he is 
very much older, 

AIMS OF THE LEAGUE. 

“The Sinai League,” said Mr. Jung.” was founded by my father in 
1914, to promote the knowledge and practice of traditional Judaism. ~1t 
works primarily among young Jewry, and has at present twenty branches 
—nine for juniors (between the ages of thirteen and sixteen) and cieven 
for seniors (hetween the ages of sixteen and twenty-four). The branches 
combine the idea of a social and literary society and a club, but stress is 
laid upon solid study, one of the conditions being that at least two 
meetings for study should be held each week. We aim, first of all, at the 
members knowing and understanding Llebrew so that they can follow the 
prayers, and giving them a knowledge of the Bible, Jewish history and 
literature, and the Jewish religion generally, especially with regard to 
practical ethics. In the advanced classes Mishna and Talmud are studied, 
and every branch has readings in Shu/chan Aruch. The main idea is that 
the members should understand and love Judaism, and observe it not out 
of blind obedience, but with a proper appreciation of the spiritual and 
moral values of the faith.” 

LACK OF LEADERS. 

“Our main difficulty,” Mr. Jung went on to say. “has been in finding 
suitable leaders of these study circles, and that is one of the main causes 
arresting the expansion of the League. It is satisfactory to note that in 
two branches young Sinaists whom we have trained are now themselves 
leading circles, and we hope in course of time to produce many more. The 
need in the provinces is even greater than in London. We are really at 
the beginning of our career in spite of over four years’ work. We have 
saved a good many young people from drifting away from active Judaism. 
When we first started we found that disruptive influences had already 
obtained too great a hold over those lads we end@avoured to rope in, and 
that was why we started the junior branches so that we could get the 
boys straight from school. Some of the Talmud Torahs supply us with 
lists of boys who are leaving, in ‘order that we may secure them forth- 
With.’ ” 

THE SABBATH QUESTION 

Do you not find the Sabbath question a great difficulty? our 
representative asked. 

“It undoubtedly is,” Mr. Jung replied. * While we insist on the leaders 
of our branches being observant Jews in every particular we do not bar 
members who have to work on the Sabbath. We are succeeding little by 
little in getting them free. My father has devoted a great deal of effort 
in endeavouring to solve the question of Sabbath labour m the East-End- 
His experience has been that Christian employers having Jewish labour 
are frequently quite willing to assist, but the difficulty lies with the 
Jewish workers themselves. They say that if they are free they have 
nowhere to go. To theet this objection my father conceived the idea of 
founding some *‘Shomrei Shabbos’ halls in the East-End where opportu. 
nities of suitable recreation could be provided. Unfortunately in this, as 
in other schemes, he has not succeeded in securing financial backing and 
lay support.” 

ETHICAL IDEALS. 


Mr. Jung said that he wished to lay stress on one especial feature of 
the work of the League. 

“ There are many people,”’ he said, “ who decry ‘ orthodoxy’ because 
they say that those who observe the minutiz of the faith are lax in their 
conduct. There is, no doubt, a section of our people who have given 
justification for this charge. The Sinai League makes it clear that 
dudaisin has two sites: that there are duties which man owes to his 
Maker, and duties which he owes to his fellow-creatures. No-one can be 
a good Jew who neglects either of these aspects of Judaism. A good Jew 
will keep Shabbos and be honest in his dealings; he will eat hasher and 
will never tell a lie; he will have a mezuzah on his door and an open hand 
for the poor. Such is the only truly religions Jew, and we must get rid of 
the idea that any Jew who conforms only to the practice of the faith and* 
ignores its ethical principles or vice versa, is a good Jew.” 

THE TALMUD TORAHS. 


Mr. Jung is very critical of the Talmud Torahs and Chedarim as at 
present constituted. 
“The Talmud Torahs and Chedarim,” he said, “are not doing what 
they are expected to do and helieved todo. The main difficulty is the 
lack of educated teachers of Judaism. The position of the Talmud Torah

TRADITIONAL JUDAISM: A PRACTICAL EFFORT.

teacher is nothing to be desired as it is impossible for a man to embrace 
it as a profession, because he cannot live on the salary itis possible to pay 
in present conditions. We consequently find that the Talmud Torah 
teachers are largely recruited from the Shochetim, synagogue beadles, 
and business men who go to the Talmud Torahs for three hours a day to 
eke out their income. We also find unfledged bachurim of the Yeshibah, 
and young men and women who may have some knowledge of Judaism; but 
the majority of these have no sense of discipline. They have no real love 
of teaching, and in the majority of cases are incapable of explaining 
things to children in a manner they can easily understand. There is no 
system of inspection, so that no standard is set, and even the good teacher 
tends to lower his standard. The religious ‘and ethical side is largely 
ignored. A Jewish training college * for teachers, such as Dr. Bichler 
suggests, will undeubtedly effect much good, if at the same time the 
Talmud Torals can be sufficiently endowed to be in a position to pay 
adequate salaries. Besides a knowledge of the subject matter, the 
teachers must have a pedagogic training, and above all must have 
inspiration. Ido not think the need of -text-books is as serious a matter 
as is sometimes suggested. The good teacher is his own text-book.” 
FUTURE DEVELOPMENTS. 

‘The League has not extended its activities to adults? 

“ Not so far, though we are attempting to rope in the young university 
students who may be of great help to us as leaders, while the work of the 
League will provide them with a splendid spiritual link to the Community. 
It is a common complaint that we ignore the university men and do not 
provide them with communal work. Here is an admirable field for their 
activities. We have started a paper, The Sinaist, which deals in a bright 
way with various aspects of traditional Judaism. We hope soon to have 
a large focal in the East End, where we shall be able to develop the social 
side of the League’s work. Financial help would be of great assistance, 
but we do not schnorr. We try to go along on our own feet, but the work 
will doubtless appeal to a large circle of lovers of Judaism when it is 
more widely known, and I am grateful to the JewisH CHRONICLE for 
giving me an opportunity of accomplishing that end.”

THE TEN COMMANDMENTS.—VII. 


“* Neither shalt thou bear false witness against thy neighbour.’ 


This commandment has a twofold intention. First, it guards the 
reputation; and, secondly, it closes the door of opportunity against 
unworthy men who might seek to enter therein upon false testimony. 
A reputation unsmirchedly evil is a most precious possession. In the last 
analysis it really matters nothing what others may think of aman. To 
be right with God depends upon character, and character is not affected 
by reputation. Character is the engraving on a man of the true facts con- 
cerning himself. Reputation is the estimate which others form ofhim. The 
latter should ever be dependent upon the former. That itis not sois due to 
the false ideals men have of success and of greatness; to the shallowness of 
the popular estimate of virtue, and to the contempt of the worldly for right- 
ness. Many whom the world has condemned have passed stainless into the 
Divine presence, The Commandment has also the other effect-——that of 
guarding the righteous from the evils resulting from receiving unworthy 
persons upon false testimony. The man who willingly gives a rogue a 
false character shares his roguery, and wrongs those upon whom the evil 
man is imposed. More harm has been wrought in human society by false 
testimony than can ever be stated or fully understood. Hence the import- 
ance of this ninth word of the Decalogue. It demands truth in the state- 
ment directly or indirectly made by man, to man, concerning man. As 
the Third Commandment forbade the taking of the name of God 
in vain, and thus conditioned the relation of man to God in sincerity 
and truth, so the ninth reveals the fact that man in relation to his 
fellow is to be actuated by the same principles, and proceed on the same 
lines. Human knowledge is of necessity limited, but limited knowledge 
is true as far as it goes; and the Divine requirement is that every man 
should sincerely speak of, and deal with, his brother man. The inter- 
course of men with each other is to depend upon actual facts of character, 
conduct, and capability. The whole social fabric is based upon testimony 
that one bears to another, and in order that the fabric may be established 
in truth and righteousness such testimony needs to be true. No man 
must Be helped or harmed by statements made concerning him which are 
not exactly in accordance with facts as far as they are known. The first 
and simplest application of the commandment is to evidence given in 
courts of justice. The very name “justice” indicates the true fanction 
of such courts. Justice is based upon trath, and any false testimony 
borne is a violation of truth and produces a miscarriage of justice. Where- 
fore perjury is made a criminal offence, because through perjury evil men 
may go unpunished, and the innocent be made to suffer. Slander, the 
invented lie, distributed with malicious intention, is another mode of 
violating this command. But we cannot linger upon this subject, and 
must pass to consider 

THE LAST AND TENTH WORD, 
the Deuteronomic version of which differs in some important particulars 
from that of Exodus. While in Exodus we read: “Thou shalt not covet 
the house of thy nesgnoour ; thou shalt not core? the wife of thy neighbour,’ 


Deuteronomy reads: “Thou shalt not covet the wife of thy neighbour ; 
thou shalt not desire the house of thy neighbour, nor his field.” Here his 
wife is mentioned first, and as something apart from his personal pro- 
perty ; the word “desire” is usedin place of repeating the word “ covet ™ ; 
and special mention is made of “the field” of another. This tenth and 
last word radically differs from those which have preceded it. All the 
former commandments have forbidden overt acts ; to disobey any of them 
is sooner or later to be detected by one’s fellow-men, This final word 
utters its solemn warning against sin in the inner and hidden life. This 
commandment may be broken without the knowledge of any human 
being. Seoner or later this also will reveal itself in some overt act, and 
therein lies at once the importance of the Commandment and the con- 
sequent solemn responsibility resting upon those who are thus finally 
warned of danger in its distant places. In English law the overt act of 
treason is distinguished from design not carried into effect. Yet were 
there no design there would be no treasonable act. The peculiar nature 
of this commandment is that it passes below the externals of conduct to 
the hidden activities of the mindand- heart and will. So that while the 
command distinctly deais with humMan inter-relation, it sets such 
inter-relation into right relation to the Divine supremacy—God's 
supremacy over the mind and heart of man. Consider what is nof 
forbidden by this commandment. It is not wrong for a man to desire an 
improvement in his present circumstances, or position, or means. 
latalism is not religion. To be indifferent to one’s lot, tosay that allis as 
God wills, and therefore to be utterly careless as to any improvement of 
that lot, to be indifferent as to whether we have sufficient good food, or 
raiment, or comfort, or happiness, is not the mark of a religious or a 
reasonable man. Of course, to be continually repining and murmuring at 
one’s lot is sin in the sight of God—it means complaining of God and His 
Jealings with us. Contentment, however, is not in the least inconsistent 
with vigorous effort to improve one’s lot. So long as it pleases God to 
keep us where we are, we must be content with His will. But what if 
part of His will concerning us is that we should make a resolute effort to 
iuprove our present lot? Nor does the command forbid the natural 
tesire involved in all efforts to improve our position, to be as well off as 
‘thers. So long as such a desire is associated with submission to the will 
of God, and with a feeling of humble and grateful contentment which is 
ne of the fruits of such submission, it is not sinful in the sight of God. 
lo covet is to desire to possess something which belongs to another, and to 
vurich yourself at his expense.

MR. ISRAEL ZANGWILL 
ON NORDAU AND ZIONISM. 


A PUBLIC MEETING in honour of Dr. Max Nordau’'s Seventicth Birthday 
was held under the auspices of the English Zionist Federation at the 
People’s Palace, Mile End, on Monday evening. There was a crowded 
attendance. The Chair was occupied by Dr. SHMARYA LEVIN. 

Among those present was Dr. Chaim Weizmann, who, however, left 
the meeting directly after the conclusion of Mr. Zangwill's speech. 

The CHAIRMAN said thatif Dr. Nordau had only delivered his first 
Congress address he would have lived in the annals of Zionism. He 
did not in that speech refer explicitly to Zionism, but he showed the 
failure of the other solutions of the Jewish question. It must be 
remembered to the credit of Nordau that he did not enter the movement 
when it had become popular, but at the very beginning when to bea 
Zionist was regarded almost as a crime. The reason why Herzl 
and Nordan succeeded in winning over the Jewish people was that 
like Moses they came from outside and their genuineness was unquestion 
able. Ordinary banal congratulations conld not be extended to Nordan 
on his birthday but they could show him how much he was beloved and 
honoured. No one could do greater justice to his achievements than his 
follower and disciple, Israel Zangwill. (Cheers). 

Mr: ZANGWILL, who was received with loud cheering, said that 
seventy years ago there was born in Budapest,in the home of a very poor 
Rabbi and teacher, a child, who was the cause of their meeting that night 
at the other end of Europe. In Max Nordau’s tragic exile in Madrid was 
summed up the tragedy of his people, yet also its irony. For had not he, 
like Dr. Yahuda, been received in honour by the very nation that had 
banished his forefathers four centuries ago? It was a disgrace to civilisa. 
tion that Dr. Nordau should have been compelled to leave France. 
(Cheers.) He had been a lifelong champion of all those principles for 
which France and her Allies were supposed to be fighting.

what it owed the Powers and its own ideals, could comport itself like the 
new Polish State. (Cheers.) Under Jewish rule all sections of the population 
might rest assured of fair treatment. It was from the Arabs that the real 
trouble would come, were they set in the saddle; indeed they already 
threatened to close Palestine to Jewish immigration. What better proof 
that England’s pledge could not be redeemed did she follow in Palestine 
the old path of ready-made Western polities? The poor fellaheen would 
be as content to live in a Jewish land as in a Turkish—nay they would 
find themselves far better off. It was their absentee landlords who 
developed such a powerful local patriotism. Opposition to the Jews 
did not come from the Moslem element but from the Christianised Arabs 
instigated by a Roman Catholic conspiracy. There was danger that the 
British Government, intimidated by these intrigues, though it carried out 
its promise, would do so on the lowest terms compatible with honour, 
And he regretted to say that the Zionist leaders, instead of grasping their 
nettle, had played into the hands ef the Arab agitators: they had not put 
their case strongly enough to the Peace Conference. 
ZIONIST CLAIMS 

Dr. Weizmann had not asked for a Jewish State. That was called 
tact, but it was really timidity. It was the abandonment of Zionisin. He 
(Mr. Zangwill) did not know what a “Jewish National Home” meant 
if it did not mean a “Jewish State.” (Cheers.) Their immemorial 
aspiration on Passover eve was not only “Next year in Jerusalem.” 
That was always followed by “ Next year sons of freedom.” (Cheers). 
There was no freedom.in being represented as a minority on the 
Palestine Council, which he understood it was proposed to set up 
in the Holy Land. Dr. Weizmann had said that if they had asked 
for a State, they would not have got it. He (Mr. Zangwill) could 
show him from a hundred newspapers that that was just what all the 
world imagined from the Balfour Declaration that they were to get ; thatin 
getting it they had the world’s sympathy. (Cheers). Mr. Balfour was no 
young and irresponsible statesman. The words “Jewish National Home’’ 
might be sophistically whittled down to mean anything you pleased; but 
the meaning of words is determined by their environment. And at what 
moment did Mr. Balfour speak them’ At a moment when the freeing and 
re-establishing of oppressed nationalities was in the air. What was to 
happen to the Jews could not possibly be less than what was to happen to 
the Czecho-Slovaks or the Jugo-Slavs. It was monstrous to propose that 
even when the Jews returned to Palestine they should have less freedom 
than the blacks in their Republic of Liberia. (‘Applause.) No less mon- 
strous, however, was Dr. Weizmann’s own declaration that even if they 
got a Jewish State they conid not run it. That was what the anti- 
Zionists had been proclaiming all thresc years, and yet the Zionists 
had gone on. And now, in the moment of victory, they were to throw up 
their hands. It was true the present Zionist Executive could not runa 
State. (Laughter.) But they were only a transitional body. 

JEWISH CAPACITY. 

To throw the responsibility of a State on the Jews would call ont human 
forces and sacrifices, of which they had at present no conception. Who knew 
before the war that the Jews of England alone contained five Y.C.'s in 
embryo, that the small Australian Jewry could produce in Sir John Monash 
one of the greatest generals and assets ofthe war”? Itistrue England had 
already produced a ruler of India in the person of Mr. Montagu, but who 
could have forescen the throng of Jewish rulers and Cabinet Ministers that 
had sprung upin all the fifteen new Republics of Europe, rulers who, what- 
ever their errors, had at least shown what mighty reservoirs of strength still 
lay in the Jewish people. (Hear, hear.) Had not Dr. Weizmann himself 
beenarevelation? (Cheers.) Max Nordau had once declared that Dr. Herzl 
was a great violinist without a violin. Give the Jewish people a chance 
to perform, and who could put limits to their music or to their achieve- 
ment? He refused to believe that the difficulties in the way of a Jewish 
State were insuperable. A Jewish State was what the masses had 
correctivy understood, and it was impossible that in promising it Mr. 
Balfour could be frivolousiy sporting with their most sacred feelings. He 
could not, this great Foreign Minister, have been ignorant of the diffi- 
culties—the Arabs, the Catholic intriguers, the Holy Places, and so on. 
And they were entitled, therefore, to helieve that when he made bis 
famous declaration he knew how these difficulties were to be overcome. 
Only thus could there be any compensation to the Jewish people for their 
unparalleled sufferings in the war. (Cheers.) Even the pogroms on the 
Armenians had more or less ceased with the end of the war, but the 
pogroms in Poland, and still more in the Ukraine, were still going on. The 
mailed might of some twenty nations assembled in Peace Conference had 
not availed to save the Jews from brutalities and blood-baths on a scale 
unknown even in the darkest of the Dark Ages. (Applause). 

And it was this terrible state of the Jewsof Central Europe that made 
their thoughts turn more and more longingly to a land of their own. Take 
that away and their world looked black indeed. For it was not as if the 
old resource of emigration had been left them. Everywhere the nations 
were closing their doors. Where were they to go? What was to become 
of them’? Even the new-created or newly-released States fought sullenly 
against the one idealistic achievement of the Peace Conference—the pro- 
vision for safeguarding minority rights. They declared it was an insult 
to the majesty of their sovereignty. Even if they were forced to sign, 
they would probably only keep their word in the letter. Moreover, in all 
the other countries of the world a great outburst of anti-Semitism was 
preparing. In the creation of a Jewish State on large lines with a 
copes ity for extension lay the only political solution of these problems. 

A PALTRY IMMIGRATION. 

But Dr. Weizmann had told them that even in Palestine, and even 
under his meagre conception of Jewish rights, the immigration could 
only go at a few thousands a year. He (Mr. Zangwill) did not wonder 
that Dr. Nordau from his place of exile had protested against this, pointing 
out that population was the only source of wealth and labour. Such a 
rate of entry would leave the Arab preponderance too long unchecked, 
and delays were dangerous. The line of least resistance was not 
the true path for a people. It was true that the land required 
sanitising and that the first immigrants must be selected with 
care, but that wds no reason why the plan should not be 
on a far more heroic scale. Here again Dr. Weizmann was perhaps 
inaking the mistake of counting his present resources instead of adven- 
turing himself on the future. It was an ungrateful task to criticise a man 
so overworked, and to whom the Movement owed so much. (Cheers.) He 

was all the more pleased, therefore, that Dr. Weizmann was not sub- 
nitting tamely to the impudent attempt of the local administration to 
treat the Jews entirely as infants, but that he had engaged the greatest 
town-planner in the world, Professor Patrick Geddes, to survey the 
situation. Might this act of initiative be the parent of many more ! 
He would commend to Dr. Weizmann the words of Moses to Joshua: “ Be 
strong and ef good courage, for thou shalt bring the children of Isracl into 
the land which I sware unto thee, and I will be. with thee.” (Loud 
Cheers.)

THE GOOD WISHES OF THE REPUBLIC. 


Mr. Stephen Pichon, the Minister for Foreign Affairs of the French 
Ropublic, has written for Mr. Sokolow's “ History of Zionism,” the follow- 
ing, which is placed by way of an introduction to the second volume, 
It arrived too late to be included in the first volume. As given below, | 
Mr. Pichon’s words are transiated from the original French in which they 
appear in Mr. Sokolow’s book : 


Faithful to the traditions of her history, France has shown once more, | 
at the coset of the blood of so many of her sons, how well she realises the | 
duties which her ancient role of emancipator imposes upon her. To-day 
she emerges victorious from a decisive struggle fought on the side of | 
justice, a justice which was menaced by the brutality of an unscrupulocs | 
imperialism. As champion of those great ideas, which she, above all 

others, has sown broadcast through the world, our country has derived 

from the consciousness of being a symbol of justice, the strength needed 
to vanquish her enemy. She has, at any rate at the present moment, the 
right to rejoice, not without pride, that there is no race or nationin the | 
world that cannot make heard its legitimate aspirations, and that does not | 
know that in France it will always find a heart willing to adopt the | 
measures for which it yearns. ! 

In peace, as in war, France, in close agreement with her Allies,is | 
anxious to prove herself faithful to her word. She has promised to the 
nations which were but recently in servitude that she will defend their | 
interests and cause their rights to be respected. She will not renounce a 
promise the realisation of which, by inaugurating a new era in the history 
of the world, will justify the sacrifices which have been offered to the | 
common cause. She will not tolerate a single injustice, wheresoever it be 
and whatsoever its victims. And, particularly, she cannot, without 
serious protest, allow an ethnic or religious majority to misuse its strength 
to the prejudice of its feebler or more scattered neighbours. 

Thus the eloquent words of one of the highest authorities on Zionism | 
could searcely fail to evoke response from among the people of France. | 
Mr. Sokolow,.who gives tothe service of his ideal an ability which | 
is far from inexperienced, is endeavouring to retrace for us the | 
history of .the doctrines for the realisation of whose aims he has 
never ceased to devote the best of his energies. Realising the import- 
ance of an historical demonstration of the origins and antecedents of 
his convictions, he has endeavoured to manifest the title by which | 
Zionism lays claim to the consideration of the Alliesat this moment when 
they are re-casting the whole world. 

Mr. Sokolow, whose faith has never been in doubt as to the final 
triumph of our arms, possesses equal faith in the spirit of Justice which 
presides at the Peace Conference. The expressions of sympathy and the 
successful demonstrations with which he has been met in Great Britain, 
and to which Mr. Balfour has testified with the most definite assurances, 
must prove to the protagonists of Zionism a sure guarantee of the 
.ccord which France offers to their courageous mitiative. 

Not only has the Jewish race not ceased to be persecuted, decimated, 
and harassed practically without respite through the course of centuries, 
but even more unfortunate than many another oppressed people which 
has been able to preserve at least a Symbol of its former greatness, 
the Jews have been unable to save even this last vestige. Others rule in 
Judea. Dispersed throughout the world and longing more than ever to 


re-weave the chain of their racial and religious tradition which has been 
broken by so many successive conquerors, they are convinced that such 
a restoration can only be possible if based on realities—that is to say, 
upon a National and Spiritual Home, built up amidst the ruins of ancient 
Zion. Who, unless he has lost the most elementary sentiments of 
humanity and justice, could refuse to restore to the exiles their home in 
Palestine on an equal basis with the indigenous elements, where a 
collective control of the European Powers will assure henceforth to all 
respect for their most sacred rights’? 

rrance, which went to war to secure a definite victory for Right over 
Might, rejoices at the support which Zionism has found among her people 
and their Allies. A doctrine which has in its favour, besides justice, the 
eloquence of supporters such as. Mr. Sokolow is, indeed, sure of success.

“THE RETURN OF THE JEWS.” 


Unper this heading The Times, on Tuesday last, published the following 
from its Correspondent im the Middle East, writing from Jerusalem We 
append below Dr. Weizmann's o>servations upon the communication : 


Zionism is the burning issue here. On all sites it is laden with such 
deep passions that one is conscious of responsibility in touching rt. Mr: 
Balfour has pledged us to provide in Palestine # national home for the 
Jews, a pledge which we intend to keep. But Palestine, as at prese 
aiministered by us, contains approximately 590,000 Musulmans, 60,000 
Christians, and 60,000 Jews. Although a great deal of it is es barren as 
the Wilderness of the Temptation, it is all owned by somebody. The ol! 
formula of “the land without a people for the people witout a lind” 
presents difficulties at once. But thee difficulties, which I hope to show 
are not insoluble, are as nothing compared to the trouble that hes onsen 
from the belief that we are pledged also to secure for the Jews a privilege! 
political position in Palestine. Language of this kind was unmloubtedly 
used, and, as in the crizia of the war no one had time for reflection on 
the sober realities of the situation, Jews all over the world naturally cove 
vent to outbursts of joy, and of gratitude to Great Britain for something 
which, without being in any way pre sely detnel, was understool to 
mean that the Jews were to be marters in their new home. 

Now all this was at the time entirely pardonable ignorance, but 
ignorance was. The results have beon simply deplorable, and is 
essential that we should all of us, Jews and Geritiles, get to grips with 
the situation, and use no more vague lenguage o birbour vacue ideas 
Otherwise there wil! be bloodshed in Paleet ne. nd ty position of the 
smal!

For the 
Palestine Musulmans, though commonly called Arabs, and the Palestine 
Christians, though commonly called Syrians, are probably largely the same 
stork, ethnically akin to those Pheenician and other “lone Tyrian traders 
who founded Marseilles. and were the first to set their sails into the golden 
west of the vast Atlantic through the Gibraltar gate, and exploit the tin 
mines of Cornwall. Certain it 1 that the descendants of these merchant

are far more intelligent and vivacious than ether Turks or Arabs else- 
where in the Ottoman Empire. 

The vital fact which should be known is that not only is the estab- 
lishment of such a forcible ascendancy unthinkable on ovr part, but i is 
nol even sugvested by any responsible Zionist, in Jerusalem, at any rate. 
hese. are fully alive both to the inherent injustice of such a course and 
to ite danmver to their co-religionists. Possibly there ore some hotheads 
living abroad who, simce their own interests are not involved, will clamour 
for large political privileges: but I have been impressed by the moderation 
of the Ziontet programme as put forward here. It cannot be too widely 
known, for if it be understood, the basis of the present unrest, a basis 
largely of misunderstanding, should disappear. How then do the sober 
Ziomsts conceive the future’ 

They assume that the British will be offered and will accept from the 
Peace Conference a menmdate for the direction of affairs in Palestine. 
What the territorial limits of Palestine will be is yet anknown. Sur 
Edmund Allenby has divided his command in Turkey mito four main areas 
known as O.E.T.A. (Occupied Enemy Territory Adrmistration) South, 
0.E.T.A. North, O.E.T.A. East, and O.E.T.A. West. O.E,T.A. South 
1s administered by British officials, O.E.T.A. North and West by French 
officials, and ‘O.E.T.A. East by an Arab Administration with a smal! 
clement of British sapervision. O_.E.T.A. South has Egypt and the sea 
for its southern and western boundaries, imcludes the Turkish admimsetrative 
kazas of Acr> antl Safed on the north, and extends to the Jordan, the 
Dead Sea, and the bill range south of the latter, on the east. These 
lmes are for present. convenience only, and, naturally, de not in 
uwny way tie the hands of the Peace Couference in settling the future 

THE PROBABLE FRONTIERS. 

Decapohs and Gilead are not to be lightly separated from Palestine, and 
that the Jordan is a poor frontier between Palestine and the Arelis is 
being demonstrated at the present moment. The imhab.tants of O.E.T.A 
South have been disarmed by the British Administration, whereas beyomd 
the Jordan all-the Arabs are armed. Of late these “ friendhes.”’ having yot 
their harvert m. have been making nightly raids across into ©.E.T.A. 
South, and pillaging the Palestinians. The railway to Mecca will pre 
sumably be ‘eft in Arab hands, but it would seem reasonable to fix a frontier 
along the creat of the hills cast of the Jordan and the Dead Sea, and 
thus melude the whole of the Jordan valley in Palestime. 

Over O.E.T.A. South, then, with probably a modified frontier. a British 
protectorate will be estabhsahed. There will, presumably, be a High Com 
miss oner, or Resident; or simiar official, who will have a council composed 
of the executive heads of the various Departments of Government. Pur. 
suing the Socrat method, I wmaquired whether the Zionists suggest that 
the High Commmesioner, or other supreme British official, must be a Jew. 
The anewer cime that Omly Is this not sugyeste |. but 
that it ws definitely not desired. No Jew would find the position tenable at 
present, and the Zionist eause would be hopelessly compromised at 
outset.

Here Jews 
from all over the world, from Samarkand to Mogador, and from California 
to Petragrad,. have found in. Hehrew a common tongue, and here it ts 
freely spoken as nowhere else. The movement is opposed only by the 
Jewich echools maintained here and throughout the East by L’ Alliance: 
U niverselle, which stands firmly for French culture and the French languace 
The Zionists ask for official recognition of Hebrew in equality with Arabic 
in Government use. At present this is accorded, but it is expe wive and 
mvolves the maintenance of a large establishment of Jewish clerks an! 
translators in Government offices. There is no other objection to it. ani 
probably the Zionist Council will agree that the financial burden of a sent 
mettal privilege for a very small majority should not be entirely borne 
out of taxation. : 

In Jerusalem the Jews are in a majority. Elsewhere they are grest'y 
in the minority, but there are villages and small districts that are almost 
purely Jewish.

PROBLEMS OF IMMIGRATION. 
The outline that I have given contains all that the Zionists who wis! 
to safeguard the Jews now living in Palestime ask in their political 
programme. They regard those who live abroad and ask for more “ 


agents prevocatenrs, who will be the cause of their rum. But there rem 
the problem of providing a national home for the Jews. How is this to 
be The iand is already owned, As things are now, the coun''y 
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can support but few more people. There are hundreds of thousands of 
poor Jews m the ghettos of Poland, the Ukraine, and Rumania who would 
swarm into Palestine if the gates were open. Already there are more 
refugees here than the Zionists can support, and the burden is falling to 
an smeneasing extent on the Britash authorities. How can these city 
starvelings, children of persecution who have failed im life's battle, make 
desirable immigrants for a country with a future’ Lf they are to be helped, 
will they not rely on help, like those fearful products of philanthropic 
societies in other parts of the world’ Will not the chikiren of Zion be 
the “remittance men” of the Zionist Council, and imcapable of standing 
alone’ Will they till the soil, or will they seek to get a mortgage.on the 
land of the fellaheen and wateh the Arabs work for them’ And how, 
save by the employment of a large feree, are we to protect these immi- 
grants, when they arrive, from the Arab and Christian fury, which is now 
raging against them in advance, owing to the way in which the question 
has been represented or misrepresented’ 

These questions I have pat, and I find the Zionists here awake to dangers 
which # 8 Imperative should be realised abroad. The Zionist reply in 
is this: “Imanigration will have to be most carefully controlled, and 
selected immigrants allowed im only as labour is required or land becomes 
available. It is true that the Jew has not been known as an agricultarist. 
But in European countries he has until modern times been jealously kept 
off the land. In America, where agriculture has always been a business 
like any other, the Jew in spite-of this inherited disability has made good, 
amd there are some 60,000 Jewish agriculturimts, Here in Palestine in the 
earlier of the modern Jewish colonies it must be admitted that the Jews 
have not shown a disposition to work ‘themseives; they oy Arabs. 
But the sens and grandsons of the colonists of the "70's and ‘80's take a 
much greater interest in the soil and themselves work the laud more and 
more. Moreover, the Inter colonies have been very much better in tins 
respect from their foundation. But we consider it vital that Jews should 


not shipwreck Zionism by acquiring land privately, or by incurring odium 
as small moneylenders. 


DEVELOPMENT OF THE LAND. 

“ Our desire is that a Jewish National Council should acquire land that 
is for sale, more especially uncultivated lands and the propertes of the 
former Turkish Government. We believe that by seientific irrigation, the 
use of water-power, and the development of transport, Palestine could main- 
tain four times its present population in a higher standard of living, We 
propose that a Jewish National Council should finance these great public 
works, They will require immigration of labour, and that labour we can 
supply. In this way, with the development of land and the enrichment 
of the country by public works, we propose that Palestine shall in a 
natural economic manner gradually provide a natioan! home for the Jews. 
We must resist all pressure to go in for large schemes of umme diate immi- 
gration, andl we must make sure of a sound economic basis.”’ 

Herein, it seems to me, lies wisdom. Let the Zioniats make known 
the moderation of their demands from ‘the housetops.. And let the 
Christan and Musulman fanatics, who are at present. epenly vowing to 
cut the throets of the Jews, listen avd understand, This is the only way 
of safety. For the Palestime sifuation is bad. The Mosiems, who have it 
to their eternal credit. that, while Christendom acted very differentiy, they 
have always shown toleration to the Jews, are im danger of spoiling their 
record, because now for the first time they believe they are threatened 
with a Jewish domination. As for the Eastern Christian, his attitude is 
very like that of the man who, fresh fram the ardours of a New York 
revival meeting, kicked a Jew down Broadway, im his anger at the 


Crucifixion, and when the Jew protested that the offence was nearly 2,000 
years old, replied that, though that might be, he had only just heard of 
it. To the Kastern Christian the historical Christ, His relics, and the 
places that He knew, mean infinitely more than does the spirit of Christ. 


And «o tremendous is the historical memory here that events that seem 


faint and far to we are to the Bastern Christian as fresh as though he 
had just heard about them. 


Dr. Weizmann’s Observations . 

Having regard to the obvious importance of the above com: 
munication and the categorical statements it contains, we asked Dr. 
Weizmann for his views upon it. The Zionist leader has favoured 
the JEWISH CHRONICLE with the following statement: 

The British Government is familiar with the general ideas of the Zionist 
organisation with regard to the government of Palestine under a mandate 
The Zionist ergauisation, on the one hand, has not asked for a Jewish control 
ef Palestine; on the other, i} has asked that the gowernment and the 
administration of Palestine shall be shaped in accordance with the destiny 
of the country under a mandate, as the Jewish National Home. 

This implies, firstly, that the present Jewish population of Palestine 
‘must be regarded, not only as representing itself, but ale as representing 
the whole Jewish .people, who are spiritually identified with Palestine, 
amd of the country as the Jewish Palestine. 
The present share of Jews im the governmental and administrative system 
of Palestine must be determined by this principle. Therefore, secondly, 
the government of the country must be so conducted as to guarantee the 
speeliest development of Palestine mto the Jewish National Home, and 
such political, administrative and cconomic conditions must be 


set up as 
will secure this. 


Thirdly, the share of the Jews im Palestine and of the 
Jewish people in the governmental and administrative system of the country

The task, as the Zionist organisation sees it, f to make Palestine as 
Jewish as possible a= quickly as possible, without detriment to the Arab 
interests; and in this connection the Zionist organisation attaches the highest 
importance to economic means.

after continued representations to the Home Office and other 
authoritative bodies, of the two prisoners who were for a long time 
detained in Usk (Monmouthshire) Prison. It will be remembered that 
three young Polish Jews, im order to be freed from the pogroms in their 
country, made desperate attempts to escape. This they contrived to do 
via Holland, eventually arriving in England on board ship. They were 
arrested and imprisoned for entering England without permission. This 
action of the authorities caused a stir among the Jews of the district, 
and their subsequent apathy was the cause of great indignation, which 
was increased when one of the victims committed suicide in prison. The 
local congregations immediately set to work, and in the capabie hands of 
Mr. B. Janner, B.A. (Cardiff), who acted as solicitor, persistent represen- 
tations were made to the Home Office and prominent local citizens, 
including.several Members of Parliament, with the result that the two 
prisoners have now been-provisionally released. One has gone to hissister 
in London, and the other is working in Newport.

The anti-Semitic Press is spreading wild accounts of alleged assistance 

given by Jews to the Lithuanians in their struggle against Polish troops. It 

will be remembered that on previous pcecasions they accused the Jews of 

aiding the Ukrainians and Bolsheviks. Now, they circulate a libel that at 

Seini eight hundred Zionists joined the Lithuanians in their effort to drive 

away the Poles, It has been ascertained, however, that the libel was 
without foundation. 


POLISH BISHOP SPEAKS HEBREW. |. 
WARSAW [F.O.C.) 
The Bishop of Ploczk recently visited Plonsk. The Jews, who have 
always found him very well disposed towards them, welcomed him 
cordially, and presented him with an address in Hebrew. The Bishop 
replied in the same language. 


PRUSSIA AND POLISH JEWS. 
[F.O.C.) 
The Prussian Government has announced that it is prepared to grant 
certificates of naturalisation to Polish Jews who can prove long terms of 
residence in Germany and also satisfy the authorities on the question of 
possession of a definite occupation. 


POLISH MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS. 7 
—-—- WARSAW [F.O.C.) 
Eleven Jews have been elected members of the Municipality of 
Kalish. At Plotzk, seven Jews were elected. 


JEWISH NATIONALITY IN SLOVAKIA. 
—— ZuRIcH [F.O.C.) 


The authorities in Slovakia have prohibited Jews from declaring on 
the census-form that they are of Jewish nationality. Our coreligionists 
were therefore obliged to style themselves Germans or Czechs. The 
Jewish National Council protested against this procedure, and pointed out 
that the action of the authorities was in contradiction to the terms of the 
Peace Treaty. 

ANTI-SEMITIC DEMANDS IN HUNGARY. 
COPENHAGEN (F.O.C., | 

The Hungarian anti-Semitic leaders and the headers of the Peasants’ 
Party demand, as a punishment of Jews-for their alleged Bolshevik lean- 
ings, that they shall all be deprived of the rights of citizens. 


Threatened Expulsion of Jews from Austria. 

A telegram from Vienna reports that the Austrian Government has 
issued a public announcement stating that 130,000 war refugees, mostly 
Jews, must leave Austria by September 20th, after which date they will 
be forcibly expelled. A great number of those affected are Galician — 
Jews, Whose homes have been completely ruined by the war. 

The Government order is illegal, as foreigners can be banished only if 
found guilty of a violation of the law; nor can it be carried out, because 
the Government is short of railway trains and coal, There is, however, 
great danger that the population of Vienna will take advantage of the 
Government's announcement to commit excesses against the Jewish 
refugees.— Zionist Central Office. 


The Jews in Rumania. 

Reuter’'s Agency is informed by the Rumanian Legation in London 
that according to the Royal Decree No. 3,464 of 1919, the terms for declaring , 
the option in conformity with Article 2 of the Royal Decree No. 2,085 of 
May 22nd, 1919, concerning the citizenship rights of Jews in the old 
territory of the kingdom have been altered as follows :— 

(a) For Jews abroad the term of option will be of seven months from 
May 28th, 1919. : 

(b) For Jews mobilised or prisoners the term will be of five months 
from the date of their repatriation, or from the date the army has been 
placed again on a Peace footing. 


8,000,000 Dollar Drive. 


With the view of meeting present actual requirements developed during 
the period of the War, and toanticipate their needs for the next five years, 
“directors” of Jewish Philanthropic Societies in America have started a 
campaign, the aim of which is to raise 8,000,000 dollars by the end of 
this month. Much progress has already been reported. The Jewish 
World, of Wednesday, publishes photographs of some of the “ directors.” 


A Million Dollars to Charities, 


The late Mr. Ludwig Dreyfuss, of New York, has bequeathed over 
one million dollars to charities. Six hundred thousand dollars are to go 
to the United Hebrew Charities after the death of his wife: 200,000 dols. 
to the Federation of Jewish Philanthropic Societies ; and 240,000 dols. to 
a number of hospitals and individuals,

Additional interest has been lent to the Queen’s Hall promenade 
concerts during the past week by the new works produced. The Italiana 
work by Mr. F. Balilla Pratella entitled “ La Guerra, consists of three 
dances, which with their advanced harmonies and complex scoring were 
striking examples of the trend of modern musical composition. A clever 
young composer was found in Miss Dorothy Howell, whose symphonic 
poem based on Keats's “ Lamia,” was given for the first time on Wednes- 
day week. The outstanding feature of the work was its melodious quality, 
a characteristic too often lacking in modern music: Miss Howell's work 
makes a direct appeal to the imagination by her avoidanee of dissonances 
and technical exaggerations. The work received warm appreciation 
which should serve to encourage the composer to fresh flights. 

To-morrow night the first performance will be given of two pieces for 
orchestra by Edgar Bainton. Familiar works of Gounod, Sullivan, 
Chabrier, Berlioz, and Liszt will be heard, and Melsa plays Paganini’s 
Violin Concerto. 

On Tuesday night, Miss Myra Hess is the solo pianist, playing César 
Franck’s Symphonic Variations, a work that will be strangely in Contrast 
to the remainder of the programme, which is practically all of a Russian 
character and includes the first performance of Scharwenka’s Three Polish 
Dances. 

Of great communal interest was the concert given on Thursday week 
at South Place Institute by the Compinsky Trio, in aid of the publication 
of the work, “ The Key to the Kabalah,” by W. Tannenbaum. The open- 
ing item was Arensky'’s Trio in D minor, and the work was one fully 
adequate to reveal the individual talents of the players and also their 
ability to preserve ensemble and balance of tone. Vocal selections were 
contributed by Miss May Lipton. In the interval a letter sent to Mri 
R. Myers by Haham Dr. Gaster was read, in which he regretted his inability 
to be present, and spoke highly of the value of Mr. Tannenbaum’s book, 
He deseribed it as an attempt to present the results of the Cabbalistie 
Studies in a new light, especially in connection with the creation of the 
material world. He expressed the hope that the book would find sufficient 
support for immediate publication despite the fact that it was written in 
Hebrew, a fact that might restrict the demand. 

To-morrow night the Kingsway Hall concerts will be resumed, under 
the direction of Mr. Frank Idle. ‘The Central Hall concerts will also be 
resumed the same evening, with Miss Katie Gokismith among the players. 

It is satisfactory to note that Messrs. Enoch commenceé a fresh series 
of their popular concerts at the Central Hall, Westminster, the following 
week, and if one may judge by the suecess of last season's series, they 
should be of considerable interest. They will be twelve in number, and 
Mr. Landon Ronald hag again consented to accémpany his own works. 
For the first concert the artists inclnde Mesdames Desirée Ellinger, Doris 
Carter, Olga Haley, Violet Openshaw, Margaret Fairless, Una Bourne, and 
Constance Collier, Mr. David Ellis, and Captain Heyner, with Mr. J. A. 
Meale as solo violinist. 

The same afternoon at the Royal Albert Hall, the first concert of the 
fifty-fourth season of Chappell Ballard concerts takes placeethe artists 
including Miss Carrie Tubb, Mias Flora Woodman, and Melsa as solo 
violinist. 

At the Aolian Hall a special Polish concert will be given in aid of the 
Polish White Cross. The artists include Miss Margaret Holloway and her 
Ladies’ Orchestra, Mr. Agolini Gawlowska, and Mr. W. N. Bronislawski as 
vocalist. 

The first. solo concert of the season is probably that announced for 
yesterday at Queen's Hall by Miss Marie Rusar, together with the 
London Symphony Orchestra under Mr. Alexander Savine, the Serbianm 
conductor. 

To-morrow, at the Wigmore Hall, Mr. Frederick Lamond gives his 
first pianoforte recital for this season. 

On Sunday a new orchestra will make its appearance at the Royal 
Albert Hall, in the British Symphony Orchestra, composed entirely of 
musicians demobilised from the Army, and conducted by Mr. Raymond 
Rose. Mr. Tom Burke will be the vocalist for this occasion. 

With the Sunday afternoon concerts from next week onwards at 
Queen's Hall, and the contimuance of the National Sunday League concerts 
at the Palladium, there should be no lack of musical entertainment in 
London once more. 

The noted tenor, Ma Ben Davies, began a short engagement at the 
Coliseum on Monday. Other operatic vocalists, the Sisters Nellie and 
Sara Konuns, are paying a return visit, as are the Anartos and Du Calion.

NEW SYNAGOGUE.—The Rev. G. Isaacs occupied the pulpit at this 
synagogue on Sabbath last. In the course of hissermon he said: A spirit 
of restlessness appears to be widespread at the present time. That spirit 
is, to a certain degree, explainable. Not all the demands of the so-called 
socialists are unreasonable. While a radical re-construction of industrial 
problems and institutions, such as the extreme ones among the socialistic 
dreamers would like to see, is undoubtedly visionary and of an utopian 
character, yet some of their claims—among them the claim that all human 
beings shall be considered equal in the enjoyment of the innate and 
inalienable rights of man, and that all of them have the right to demand 
that they be treated with consideration and justice, and that the poor 
shall be considered essentially as good as the rich, and as the so-called 
higher classes—these claims will be and must be fulfilled. Society is in 


‘unrest, in a state of fermentation, and it may safely be predicted that the 


harmoniously living together of the various classes of which society is 
composed will not take place until these claims have found a hearing and 
a realisation.

SOUTH-EAST LONDON (ASSOCIATE) SYNAGOGUE. 


THE CHIEF RABBI ON LOYALTY TO THE TORAH, 

A SPECIAL service was held on Sunday at the Synagogue, New Cross 
Road, to celebrate the Consecration of a Sepher Torah (the gift of Mr. and 
Mrs. Herman Horne). The service was conducted by the Rey. A. Katz 
(of the Great Synagogue) and the Rey. N. Goldston, the local minister, 
The choral portions were rendered by the choir of the Great Synagogue, 
under the direction of Mr. 8. Alman (who presided at the reas, 

The proceedings opened with the singing of Baruch Haba and Ma 
Tovu (while the new Scroll was being carried round the Synagogue 
by the donor). Psalm xxiv. preceded the recital of the prayer for the 
Royal Family by the Chief Rabbi, after which Mincha was read. 

The CHIEF RABBI delivered an address, taking as his text: “Forl 
give you good doctrine, forsake ye not my Law. It is a tree of life to 
them that grasp it. ... Its ways are ways of pleasantness and all its 
paths are peace.” There was no more beautiful preparation for the 
coming O'S) O'D", said the Chief Rabbi, than the consecration of a new 
Sepher Torah—the Book of the Law. It was the Book of Books, appealing 
aloft unto Heaven. Asoldas civilisation itself, the Torah was the fountain 
of humanity. It taught justice, mercy, uprightness, and a love of Shalom, 
which was the greatest blessing to humanity. Thousands of their 
brethren had laid down their lives for the Torah. Jewish life was bound 
up with it. So long as the Jew clung to the Torah he lived. Wherever 
the children of Isracl went they carried withthem the Holy Law. As the 
Jewish boy on the day of his Barmitzvah gave thanks unto God for having 
given him the Law, so must the Community offer up thanks for the sacred 
heritage entrusted to them. The Jewish people were known as the 
“ People of the Book,” and it was incumbent upon them to pass on to their 
children, with renewed strength and enthusiasm, the great principles of 
truth and loyalty contained in the Holy Torah, which was a Tree of Life 
unto Israel. The congregation must continue to support the Religion 
Classes, the work of which was admirably carried out by the Rev. N. 
Goldston and other teachers. The Chief Rabbi then referred to the 
terrible pogroms raging in Poland and Eastern Europe. He hoped, before 
it was. too late, that English Jews would contribute more liberally 
than they had done to assuage the distress of the afflicted. 
They should follow the excellent example of their American cereli- 
gionists. There was urgent need for the practice of Tsedakah in the 
Community. Tens of thousands of their poorer brethren were experiencing 
the unspeakable horrors of famine and persecution. A vast ocean of 
misery existed, deepening every day, and becoming more overwhelming. 
In conclusion, Dr. Hertz expressed the congregation’s grateful thanks to 
Mr. and Mrs. Herman Horne for their gift. 

The singing of Psalm cl. and Adon Olam brought the service to an 
end. 

Subsequently Mr. and Mrs. Horne held a reception at the Hatcham 
Club, New Cross Road. A large gathering was presided over by Mr. 
Gaskell E. Jacobs, Warden of the Synagogue, who spoke in eulogistic 
terms of the work performed by Mr. and Mrs. Horne. 


JEWISH BUSINESS ENTERPRISE, 
We like enterprise by Jews in business, as in everything else: and 
it is with no small gratification that we read that the first business house 


in the world to employ an airplane of its own, as part of its regular 


organisation, is that owned by coreligionists, Mesars. 8. Instone and Co., 
of Cardiff. The firm have purchased a large Rolls Royce machine from 
the Air Ministry, and have engaged as pilot a gentleman (Lieut. F. Lb. 
Barnard) whose name appears to indicate his being one of us. Mr. Instone 
has announced that the airplane is to carry, for the first time in the history 
of aviation, the house flag of the firm, which wil! bring it into line with 
their fleet of steamers, and if the experiment which they are making 
proves successful the firm have determined to acquire a covey of airplanes 
for the purposes of their business.

A Solecism.

Sir,—The remarks of your correspondent, Mr. Bloom-Solomons, in 
your issue of the 12th inst. are of great interest. 

In Exodus xxxiii., 11 we read, “ And the Lord spoke to Moses, face to 
face as aman speaketh unto his friend,” ete. The Torah here tells us 
conclusively that God did speak to Moses face to face, and emphasises the 
fact by adding, “As a man speaketh unto his friend.” And it therefore 
appears to me that the translation of the verse in 213° is quite in order. 

In Deuteronomy xxxiv., 10 we read, “And there hath not arisen a 
— since in Israel like unto Moses whom God knew face to face.” 

8 verse is, of course, the basis of the verses in 373". 

Apparently verse 11 of chapter xxxiii. of Exodus is in contradiction 
to verse 23 of the same chapter, which your correspondent quotes: “ No 
man can see his face and live.” 

The meaning of the matter seems to me as follows: 


At one time it was possible to see God face to face; as, for instance, iu 


the case of Jacob, Genesis xxxii., 31-82, where Jacob says, “For I have 
seen God face to face, and yet my life is preserved”; so also in the case 
of Moses, where he saw God face to face, the Torah in this case emphasis- 
ing the fact by adding the words, “As a man speak« th unto his friend,” 
Exodus xxxiii., 11. Towards the end of this chapter we see that Moses 
says to God, *‘Show me thy 135,” and God replied, “1 will let pass my 
21,” and proceeds to say “ That after this 31¢ has by, no one in 
oma not even Moses himself, shall ever again see the face of God and 
ve.” 
In conclusion, I think it is quite permissible to translate the verse ip
